Chicago has another Coxey army, which 
will start for Washington within a week. Its 
organization has been effected in secret, and 
it has been drilling for two weeks. It will 
make forma| publication af its existence, ob- 
jects, and intentions at a commonweal mass- 
mecting to be held at 2 p, m. today at Aurora 
Turner Hall, Milwaukee avenue and Huron 
street. In addition te the issuance of the 
manifesto as to the army at this meeting 
speeches will be dglivered by C. S, Darrow, 
H. D. Lioyd, George Schilling, Thomas J. 
Morgan, Mrs. Roberts, and Mrs. White. 

This army has been recruited on different 
lines and will be operated in other ways than 
any of the other Coxey contingents. The or- 
ganization began iinmediately after Coxey’s 
ariny moved from Massillon. Only a part of 
it will be started toward Washington, while 
two-thirds of the force will remain in Chicago 
as a reserve, to assist the marching contin- 
gent, as well as to make demands on the city 
and State governments. The idea of this 
method of formation is to make permanent 
the commonweal movement and continue ag- 
gressive measures and agitation before city, 
State, and National Legislatures until the 
question of the unemployed is settled. and 
until employment on roads, public works, or 
elsewhere is given tp thé laborer.

It seems that votes were cheap in the First 
Ward last April.

Whe company spent the night in a 
corn crib at Fifield and continued the journey 
on.foot before daylight. 

ToreKka, Kas., May 1°2.—[Special. ]—United 
States Marshal Neely received a telegram from 
Attorney-General Olney this evening which 
left it discretionary with him as to whether 
the commonweAl army should be taken to 
Leavenworth or kept in this city. The Mar- 
shal decided to go to Leavenworth, which is 
his home, claiming that better facilities are 
offered there for taking care of them.

How the Extensions Were Viewed. 


‘* We then drove to a point east of the water- 
works where the filling had been begun by 
the property-owners. There we alighted from 
the carriages and walked over to a part of the 
filled ground. You expressed your disap- 
proval of the amount of property being made 
by the property-owners, and stated you 
had understood that the character of the 
breakwater was not up to specifications, and 
that the line of the breakwater was out be- 
yond the line laid down by the specifications. 
We explained to you that we had notified the 
property-owners of this fact; that we had not 
accepted the work ; that we had no power over 
the contractor; that the time for us to 
act would be when the property-owners, 
with whom we had aé contract, -ten- 
dered us the work. Then if the work was not 
in conformity with the specifications, and on 
the line, we could refuse to accept it, and the 
deeds which were in escrow for the property 
would not be delivered until an adjustment of 
the matter was arrived at. You made no 
fiirther objections, nor did you. offer any sug- 
gestions im this matter. After leaving this 
point you were driven to the Palmer House 
and each of us went to his home. 

‘‘ These three meetings, two in your office 
and one in the park, were the only meétings, 
to my knowledge, which you ever had with 
the. Park Board. . Having had no private in- 
terviews with you upon park matters the fore- 
going, with certain correspondence, will em- 
brace everything that has passed between us 
upon that subject.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Waller says: 

Dec. 5. 1893, I had a letter from your private 
secretary asking for a full list of the employés 
of Lincoln Park, what salary each man was get- 
ting, and at whose instance he was appointed.

Dickson Tells of Election Frauds. 


Mr. Dickson, the late foreman of the special 
grand jury which investigated the election 
frauds. was introduced by Chairman Smyth 
and spoke as follows: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Repub- 
lican Convention: It is not my intention in com- 
ing here to say a word to you, but | think it is 
my duty as an American citizen, as a‘citizen of 
the City of Chicago, to simply warn you at this 
time to beware of the ballot-box frauds that will 
be attempted at the coming election.

TOUGH DAY FOR EDES. 


HAS A LIVELY TILT IN THE NORTH- 
ERN PAOIF.9 INQUIRY, 


His Memory Fails Him at Critical 
Points in the Effert to Trace Where 
Certain Millions Went—Prosecution in 
New York Believes Dr. Meyer's Wife 
is About to Confess=Some Light on 
Her Chicago Career — General News 
from New York, 

New Yors, May 12.—([Special.|—When 
Master-in-Chancery Alfred L. Cary opened 
taday’s session of the investigation into the 
Villard management of Northern Pacific, Mr. 
Edward Edes, treasurer and assistant secre- 
tary of the Oregon and T[ranscontinental 
company, again took the stand. He pro- 
duced a mémorandum of the amounts paid in 
by subsctibers to the consolidated mortgage 
on account of their subscriptioris between 
June 2 and 4, 1890. The memorandum gave 
the names of the subscribers who paid and the 
amounts. The tctal amount of bonds 
subscribed for was $9,491,000. They were 
paid for on a basis of 90 per cent, which 
made the total $8,541,910. Interest on this 
came to $99,146, so the total paid in was 
$8,640,046. Mr. Pettit next inquired us to 
the balance of $351,000 in favor of the Ore- 
gon and Transcontinental on the iast date, 
but the witness could tell, nothing ‘about it, 
promising to logk the matter up today. Col. 
McNaught here stated that an agreement 
attached to the subscription list pro- 
vided that. the United States Trust 
company was to act. practically as_ fiscal 
agent for the Oregon and Transcontinental 
in placing the bonds and the balance of the 
subscriptions was to be paid to the United 
States Trust. Neither the master nor Mr. 
Pettit seemed to have heard of. this, and: the 
agreement was produced, and after Mr. Cary 
had read it was put in evidence. There was 
considerable discussion over this agreement, 
but Mr, Pettit only had.a few. questions to 
ask and the direct examination was at an end. 


Trying to Trace Millions. 


Lawyer Jaretski, of Sullivan & Cromwell, 
took the witness in hand to try and soften 
the edges of some of Mr, Pettit’s questions. 
He started in to find out what the Oregon and 
Transcontinental had paid for the three 
Chicago roads which formed the Chicago and 
Northern. Chicago, Harlem and Batavia, 
said Mr. Edes, had cost $750,000, $400,000 
of which was in cash and $350,000 in notes 
which were afterward paid, Bridgeport and 
South Chicago was more expensive, costing 
$1,250,000. On Chicago Great Western 
the Oregan and Transcontinental spread itself 
and paid for the road, real _ estate 
and station property the sum of $14,815,468. 
Witness said that checks amounting to $8,- 
249,255 had been paid to David S. Wegg to 
pay, witness believed, for station property 
and securities. Mr. Jaretski read off the sub-. 
scription list introduced yesterday and made 
Mr. Edes tell just how many bonds each sub- 
scriber had taken and what was paid. LEvery- 
body, it seems, had paid except ** Charles L. 
Colby and associates,’’ and Mr. Edes said it 
was one of these subscriptions paid through 
the United States Trust. This last statement 
aroused Mr. Pettit and he proceeded to make 
things lively. 

“When did you first know that subscrip- 
tions were to be paid through the United 
States Trust company?” 

“In June, 1890.”’ 

“Why did you not mention the fact yester- 
day?’ 

‘*T may have recollected it again since yes- 
terday.”’ 

Next Mr. Pettit developed a desire to know 
to whom the money paid for the Chicago 
roads went, and he put some questions which 
Edes couldn’t or wouldn’t answer, The law- 

er produced a letter written by Edes to the 

Visconsin Central asking for a loan, and say- 

ing that the Bridgeport and South Chicago 
had been acquired for $125,000, of which 
only $100,000 had been paid. 

‘* Now, to whom and how was that money 
paid?’ asked Mr. Pettit. 

‘*To Mr. Wegg by check No. 418 on the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust company. It was 
signed by me as Treasurer and countersigned 
by Mr, Villard.’’ 

‘What became of it?” y x 

“Tt was turned over to Colby, Abbott & 
White, who deposited it in the Gallatin Bank.”’ 


Memory Goes Back on Him. 


No amount of questioning could make Ede& 
admit that he knew of whom the roud was 
bought or to whom the money eventually 
went or anything about it. Lawyer Pettit 
next turned his attention to the purchase of 
Chicago, Harlem and Batavia, and wanted to 
know where some of the money paid out 
went. Mr. Edes, however, did not nave the 
checkbook at hand, and was excused, while 
he went up-stairs to find it. He returned 
empty handed, but promised to produce it 
Monday. ‘The hearing was then adjourned 
till that day. 


DR, MEYER’S WIFE MAY CONFESS, 


Prosecution in New York Believes She 

Will Now Tell the Facts. 
* New York, May 12.—[{Special.]—The ru- 
mor that Mrs. Meyer, the wife of Dr. Henry 
C, F. Meyer, on trial for poisoning Gustav 
Baum, was on the point of confessing was 
confirmed by Assistant District-Attorney Mc- 
Intyre this afternoon. 

‘* It was about a week ago she wrote me a 
letter,’ said Mr. Mcintyre. ‘* I refused tosee 
her unless she was ready to make 
a clean breast of it all and tell me 
that’ she had dismissesd her lawyers. 
At that time the confession was stopped 
by one of the charitable women who visited 
the Tombs. The reason that she desired to 
confess was because she was jealous of Dr. 
Meyer's second and divorced wif@. She had 
learned, it appears, that the doctor had been 
in correspondence with his second wife. This 
Meyer woman has a history. This latest 
episode seems to be right in her line. When 
Dr. Meyer was on trial in Chicago for de- 
faulting the Germania Life Insurance com- 
pany she made an exactly similar charge to 
the Chicago newspaper men. She claimed she 
had been taken to a saloon by detectives and 
attorneys for the prosecution. They had 
drugged and tried to bribe her to tell the 
whole story,” 

Mr, McIntyre added that the man M. J, 
Bretz, otherwise known as Michael, who writes 
he will testify for Meyer,.is an expert thimble 
rigger. He has been seen lately in Chicago. 
Bretz was the man whoitn Dr. Meyer em- 
ployed tu take the second Mrs. Meyer from 
Chicago to Denver for the purpose of poison- 
ing her and getting the insurance money. 
Sugar of lead was the poison that was to be 
used. Mr. McIntyre said that he nad Bretz’s 
affidavit telling the story of the plot.

650 Bedford street, Williamsburg, on the 
evening of the discovery of her vast and ruin- 
ous financial transaetions. is the profound 
indifference of the police as to what 
has become of her. During the last 
twelve years Mrs, Bradford has _ been 
getting sums of money, great and smail, 
from people in all conditions of life undera 
pretense of making profitable investments 
forthem. The total of her frauds is not less 
than $250,000 and perhaps a little less than 
half a million, 


At, police headquart in 
Brooklyn they say that as there has been SY’ 


complaint against Mrs. Bradford they are not 
especially interested in her whereabouts. The 
most of the investors will not even talk about 
their losses. They say the money is gone, 
and there is no use in trying to get hold of 
her. 
Mrs. Bradford's whereabouts are as much a 
mystery now as they were ten minutes after 
she left her home Tuesday afternoon. It 
seeins she first got into the business through 
loaning small suins to frienas who were school 
teachers and getting from these loans for 
short periods enormous interest, sometimes 
as much as $5 for a ioan of $20 for less than 
a month, Then her big operations were 
launched. At first she offered mod- 
erate interest, 9 per cent a ~year 
and thereabouts, but she increased her 
offers. She explained all about the poor 
school teachers, and how willing they were to 
give big bonuses. Her forged checks would 
show that she was getting at the rate of 200 
per cent a year from one school teacher, 500 
per cent a year from another, and so on. 

No one believes that she has committed 
suicide.

CHINESE TRY TO TRICK UNCLE SAM. 


Said to Be Duplicating Their Registry to 
Sell Their Surplus Certificates. 

New Yorn, May 12.3[Special.}—It is al- 
leged that some smiigglers of Chinese are 
séllmg registration certificates under the 
Geary act to Chinese who are now wait in 
Canada and in Havana to get into the United 
States. Large numbers of registration certifi- 
cates, it is claimed, are being = sent 
to China to secure entrance into 
the United States of Chinese “who 
have never been here before. The frauds are 
perpetrated by Chinese who register, and, it 
is alleged, that some of them have registered 
from twice to a score of times. Professional 
witnesses have been found who have identi- 
fied as many as 400 Chinese as having to 
their personal knowledge lived at least two 
years in this country. These witnesses have 
admitted under oath that they have. been 
inaking a good thing out of their swearing for 
Chinese applying for certificates, and that 
they have received from 50 cents to #5 in 
each case. Further than, this, the fact has 
been discovered that the certificates issued to 
Chinese in this city are not worth the 
paper they are written on, as there is a ques- 
tion as to whether the oath administerei to 
the applicant is legal, as required by tho 
Geary law. It is also known that Chinese un- 
der the leadership of supposed agents of the 
Chinese Six Companies of San Francisco have 
been registering in New York, Jersey City, 
Brooklyn, Newark, and other places, each 
man securing several certificates and some- 
times getting them all the same day. Nearly 
6,000 certifigates have been issued in this 
city, althoug yf most careful canvass made 
by the authorities of the Treasury Depart- 
ment failed to show there were more than 
2,500 Chinese residents in the city.

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COLUMBUS IN BRONZE. 


STATUE OF THE DISCOVERER UN- 
VEILED IN NEW YORK. 


Chauncey M. Depew Delivers the Oration 
ofthe Occasion=Praise for the Peer- 
less Spirit of the Dauntless Sailor—His 
Greatest Contribution to the World the 
Discovery of a Continent Where Re- 
ligious Freedom Was to Have a Home= 
Vice-President Stevenson Speaks Briefly. 


New Yorx, May 12.—The beautiful bronze 
statue of Christopher Columbus executed by 


becoming ceremonies in Central Park 
this afternoon. The statue is located at the 
southern end of the “ Mall,”’ and almost im- 
mediately facing that of Shakspeare. Here 
the ceremonies took place in the presence of 
&anumerousand interested gathering. Gen. 
Grant Wilson presided, and after an invoca- 
tion by Bishop Potter introduced Vice-Presi- 
dent Adlai Stevenson. “In the course of his 
speech the Vice-President said: 


Is it. too much to say of this man that among 
the world’s b:nefactois a greater than he hath 
not appeared? What page in all history tells of 
deeds aught with blessings tothe generations 
as the discovery of America? Columbus added a 
continent to the map of the world. I will detain 
you no longer. Your eyes will now behold this 
splendid work of art. Itis well that its a 
proaches are firm and broad, for along this cath. 
way, with the rolling centuries, will come as pil- 
came toashrine the myriads of all lands to be- 

old this statue of Columbus—this enduring 
monument to the gratitude cf a great icity, ofa 
great Nation. 


At the moment he concluded Vice-President 
Stevenson pulled the rope placed in his hand, 
and the fiag was drawn [rom the statue. 
After the applause had subsided Mayor 
Thomas F. Gilroy, on behalf of the city of 
New York, accepted the statue in a few words. 
He was followed by Mr. Cornelius Vander- 
biit, who read three letters, one from Gov. 
Flower, one from Mr. Robert .C. Winthrop of 
Massachusetts, who celebrated his 85th birth- 
day today, and one from the Duke of 
Veragua, 

The letter from the Duke was as follows: 


Maprip, April 5.—My Dear General: On the 
occasion of the unveiling of the statué of Colum- 
bus I beg you to express my_ cordial greeting to 
the City of New York and all American citi- 
zens Who are assembled in order to pay a new 
tribute of respect tothe memory of my illustrious 
ancestor. You have just erected a work of art of 
the sculptor who has better reproduced in mar- 
ble the inspired features of the man whose genius 
discovered a continent greater than the rest of 
the then known weneia. Spain prides her- 
self upon artists like Sunol. Allow me to 
thank you both as a descendant of Columbus and 
as a Spaniard, also I beg to congratulate you, 
dear General, for the interest you have taken in 
this matter which has so greatly contributed to 
its success. The Duchess sends her kindest re- 
gards. Believe me sincerely your friend, 

VERAGUA. 
Baron Fava, the Italian Minister, was too 
indisposed to speak; he :nerely rose in his 
place, bowed to the audience, and sat down 
again.

Depew’s Priuise of Columbus. 


Chauncey M. Depew, the orator of the oc- 
casion, Was next introduced, In part he said: 


New Y¥ork can add nothing to the glory of 
Columbus, but she may enforce the lesson of his 
life and discovery. The fire kindled by him ona 
little island of the Western Hemisphere, amid 
the darkness of the fifteenth century, has become 
the flame which illumines the nineteenth with 
light and liberty. Seed time and harvest have 
their soil and seasons with humanity as with 
the earth. In all ages and among all races the 
winds and the waves have borne the kernels 


of truth, and they have been lost on 
the rocks and _ in the waters. There 
were patriots before Runnymede, but their 


blood fertilized that field for Magna Charta. 
Patriots had labored and died in vain before the 
Declaration of Independence in 1776. German 
federation had been a Teutonic dream for 2,000 
rears before Bismarck. Italian unity was the 
ope of Italy for centuries before Garibaldi, 
Mazzini, and Cavour. The French Republic was 
the effort and aspiration of the best thinkers and 


fore Thiere and Gambetta. The Viking sailed 
along the coast of North America and’ planted 
colonies upon its shores 500 years before Colum- 
bus. But the time was not ripe and the people of 
Europe wero not prepared for America and its 
opportunities. | 

o Isabella had been wafted across space a 
breath of the purer air of the nineteenth century. 
When we consider what she was. in spite of the 
almost insufferable barriers of her environment, 
a sweet and mighty spirit seems to have escaped 
from the bondage of the age and in ths beautiful 
presence of the Queen inspired the soul of a saint 
and prophetess. She guve her jewels for the 
fieet, and with undimmed faith waited for the re- 
turn which ended in| triumphal processions 
and royal greetings. She struck the 
shackles from the Indian slaves which wefte 
brought her as part of the bodéty of the New 
World, and issued stern decrees against cruelty 
and lust, but they were nuliified by her untimely 
death, and myriads of innocent men,, women, 
and children were consigned to nameless horrors 
and final extermination. This favored land 
recognizes its obligations to its benefactress in 
granting to woman privileges and opportunities 
unknown in other countries. It gives to her in- 
dependence and control in her property. It 
opens for herthe academy and the univefsity, 
and it yields to her a precedence and power at 
home and in society which puts within her grasp 
the substance of rights which in the boasted age 
of chivalry were only a flowery and pretentious 
sham. 3 

Belonged to No Age. 

Columbus was of that rare type of genius 
which belongs to no age, and rises above tte 
errors or superstitions or ignorance of his period. 
While most of the learned and all the unlearned 
believed the earth to be fiat, he boldly proc) aimed 
its sphericity, while the same overwhelming ma- 
jority feared the monsters of the deep, who were 
waiting beyond the western horizon to devour 
the daring and sacrilegious mariners and destroy 
their ships, he sawon the other side of the un- 
known sea limitless empire for his sovereigns 
and myriads of souls for the saving offices of his 
church, He had. sailed to the farthest limits of 
the discoveries of the times. He had investi- 
gated with unprejudiced and unclouded mind 
the evidences cast up from the ocean 
of other lands and strange peoples. As sailor, 
privateer, and pirate he had experienced the dan- 
gers of hostile elements and armed enemies. As 
geograpber and mapmaker he had absorbed all 
the teachings of the past and boldly placed upon 
his maps the new continent, with its untold 
wealth of goid and precious stones and its un- 
equaled opportunities for the power and great- 
ness of the throne which would grant him the 
facilities of his voyage. The conquest of Gren- 
ada and the expulsion of the Moors from Spain 
seemed to the statesmen of Europe an event of 
transcendant importance, but to this superb en- 
thusiast it was a local affair which delayed the 
plans for the capture of a continent. 

The faults of Columbus were the results of the 
civilization anda conditions of his times, from 
which no man is great enough to wholly escape, 
but his faith was hisown. After the laps@of 400 
years itis as impressive to us as it Was /potent 
with his contemporaries. It gave immortality to 
the humble Convent of La Rabida andits noble 
prior. - It clarified the atmosphere and dispelled 
the darkness about Isabella so that she could 
grasp the great truth. It calmedihe fears and 
queiled the mutiny of the crew and found its re- 
ward in the glimmering light onSan Salvador, 
which for the sailors meant. land at last and for 
the Admiralthe New World of which he had 
dreamed, for which he had suffered, and now, 
after discouragements and perils innumerable, 
had discovered. 

In 1492 was issued the cruel edict which con- 
fiscated the property of hundreds of thousands 
of Jews and then expelled them from Spain. In 
the same year the same sovereigns equipped the 
fieet of Columbus for its immortal voyage. The 
unhappy and unfortunate Hebrews were landed 
upon the shores of Asia and Africa, but nowhere 
did they receive either welcome or hospitality. 
The little ships of Colimbus as they sailed out 
of the harbor of. Palos passed the great war ves- 
sels which were carrying these captive Israclites 
from their homes. ‘The royal frigates were bear- 
ing them to fresh horrors and persecutions, but 
the weak and deckless caravels of the discoverer 
were, unknown to sovereign or servant, guided 
by Divine Providence to the land where ail 
creeds and all races should dwell in the harmony 
of equal rights and unite in contributing to the 

wer and glory of a government of organized 
iberty. 

Dream of the Discoverer, 


The inspiring dream of Columbus was to utilize 
the treasures of the New World for the redemp- 
tion from the infidel of the holy sepulchre at 
Jerusalem. He believed that by virtue of his 
name, Christopher, he was carrying Christ across 
the sea to the heathen. He little knew, as he lay 
heipless amidst the ruin of his hopes, that thongh 
he had lost an empty grave he had found a_per- 
petual asylum for!) conscience. [he Pilgrim 
Fathers fled from persecution in England to _re- 
ligicus liberty ir Massachusetts. The Highland- 
ers who fought for Prince Charles Edward Stuart 
found refuge in North Carolina. The Quakers, 
to be free from their tomentors, sailed to Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey, and they received there 
with open arms the Germans driven from the Pal- 
atinate by Louis XIV. The Huguenots escap- 
ing from France after the revocation of Nantes 
sought the shelter of the groves of South C aro- 
lina. Ogelthorpe led the Teutons seeking an op- 
portunity to worship God according to their 
lights from Salzburg to Georgia. Irishmen saved 
from the merciless conquests of Cromwell scat- 
tered all over the land to consecrate their altars 
and enjoy in safety their refigion. Dutch Prot- 
estants came to New York, Swedish Protestants 
to Delaware, English Catholics to Maryland, and 
the English Church Cavaliers to Virginia.

FIRE IN A FIRE DEPARTMENT HOUSE. 


Incendiary Blaze in a Queer Place in 
Sioux City=Man Burned in Akron. 

Sroux Crry, Ia., May. 12.—(Special.]— 
Sioux City suffered from another incendiary 
fire this morning. Some person went into the 
stables at Fire Department Station No, 2, 
emptied a gallon of gasoline over the bed- 
ding in the stable, and applied a match. Ina 
moment the entire first floor wasin flaines. 
City Electrician Provost dropped down the 
pole to let out the horses and was imme- 
diately enveloped in flames. He _ cried 
back to the other men, ‘* Don’t come, I am 
burning up.’’ Capt. Hilgers had eon 
started down and slid into the flames. Bot 
men managed to get out through a window. 
Prevost is so badly burned that his recovery 
is doubtful. Hilgersisterribly burned, but 
will recover. Fireman Frank Bigby was 
also badly burned in trying to cut out the 
fire alarm system and save two valuable 
horses. A hose cart, several thousand feet of 
hose. the batteries of the fire alarm system, 
and much small apparatus were burned. The 
loss to the building is $1,000. 

CLEVELAND, O.. May 12.—A barrel of gaso- 
line exploded in the basement of Williamson’s 
drug store, No. 3 Euclid avenue. this after- 
noon with terrific force.

MRS, PLUMB FILES A SENSATIONAL SUIT. 


Widow of the Kansas Senator Seeks to KRe- 
cover $30,000 from Maj. Hood. 
Emporia, Kas., May 12.—[Special. ]—Mrs, 
Senator Plumb today began a suit in the Dis- 
trict Court to recover $30,000 from Maj. 
Calvin Hood, the lifetime trusted friend and 
business partner of her late husband. Al- 
though not a surprise the suit is an unpleas- 
ant one on account of the persons involved. 
From the beginning of the administration 
of the estate the executors have re. 
fused to work with Mr. Hood, and in 
the settlement of matters which were neces- 
sarily intricate on account of the close part- 
nership great difficulty has been experienced.

GLIDES OFF THE WAYS 


NEW TORPEDO BOAT ERIOSSON 
LAUNOHED AT DUBUQUE, IA. 


First War Vessel Ever Constructed on In- 
land Waters and the First Real Tor- 
pedo Boat Ever Built by the Govern- 
ment=The Ceremony Witnessed by an 
Immense Crowd of People=Crops Dam- 


aged by a Sand-Storm in South Dakota 
General Northwest News, 


Dusvuqus, Ia., May 12.—[Special.]—The 
greatest crowd Dubuque has ever seen as. 
sembled this afternoon along the sloping em. 
bankments of the ice harbor to witness the 
launching of the first regular torpedo boat 
ever built by the United States Government. 
It is designated torpedo boat No. 2, but is 
really No. 1, as the Cushing is simply a yacht 
altered over and fitted with a torpedo tube. 
It was only yesterday morning that a celebra- 
tion had been decided on. Secretary of the 
Navy wrote to the builders asking if Dubuque 
wanted a formal celebration. To this a nega. 
tive answer was returned, and the celebration 
today was not strictly under the Secretary’s 
authority and the naval officials here took no 
forinal part. 

At 3 o'clock this afternoon a parade formed 
in front of the government building, in which 
the employés of the works, the men who 
built the beautiful craft, took a leading part. 
Capt. Usher, who will command the vessel, 
and Mrs. Usher, with leading citizens, includ. 
ing the venerable ex-Senator George W. Jones, 
rode in carriages. The exercises began with 
a speech by M. M. Walker of the Board of 
Trade. The First Regiment Band then played 
* The Star Spangled Banner,” and an address 
was made by J. C. Longueville. ‘* Marching 
Through Georgia?was then rendered by the 
band. Judge-O’Donnell spoke, and then 
everything was in readiness for the little boat. 
Miss Kiene broke the bottie over the stem of 
the boat, and said: 

‘In the name of the City of Dubuque and 
in honor of the United States and of our 
glorious emnblem, the Stars and Stripes, and 
as a remembrance of one who won im- 
perishable renown in our war for the preser- 
vation of this great and grand Union I chris- 
ten the Ericsson.”’ 

Vessel Glides Off the Stocks. 


As the moment approached when the last 
stroke was to be given that would set the ves- 
sel free there was stillness among the vast 
crowd; then as it gracefully glided into the 
water a mighty roar went up andthe guns 
thundered a salute. There was not the ieast 
hitch in the work of launching and the boat 
settled in the water, scarcely disturbing it. 
Its water line was ‘marked on the hull 
and the calculations made regarding it 
were almost exuct, just the right draft 
fore and aft. It sits above the line intended 
for it whenit shall be fully equipped. As 
soon as the machinery is in readiness steam 
will be put on and the boilers kept warm for 
a week or more before it leaves here. Several 
trial trips will be made and everything be 
made right before undertaking the trip down 
the river. The boatisa beauty and will de- 
light the eye ofaseaman. It is pronounced 
by the officers here a model of its kind. 

The bids for the construction of this vessel 
were opened the 26th of August, 1891. Bids for 
a boat differing from this one had been called 
for before the plans were changed; 
second bids were asked for and the 
contract was awarded tofthe Iowa Iron 
works of this city, the work t® be done within 
twelve months for $113,500. When the an- 
nouncement was made that a firm in the in- 
terior of the country, a thousand miles from 
the seaboard, had the boldness to bid ona 
work of this magnitude, grave doubts were 
expressed by the seashore bidders. They said 
the work could not be,done here. Officials 
were, therefore, sent to Dubuque to obtain-a 
thorough understanding of the matter. They 
reported that every facility for building ves- 
sels of this description existed in Dubuque and 
the contractors were authorized to proceed 
with the work. Great delay was experienced 
through the Homestead strike, as the plates to 
be used in its construction had been ordered 
from these works. Further delay was caused 
by astrike last summer of the workmen in 
the shops here and by defects in material as- 
certained after it had been prepared for posi- 
tion. 

Shaped Like a Cigar. 

The Ericsson is built of steel plates three- 
sixteenths of an inch in thickness. Its length 
is 150 feet; beam, 154g feet; depth, 10 feet 
6 inches, and a. displacement of 120 tons, 
In shape it is like a cigar. Its engines 
are of enormous power, limited at 2,000 
horse-power. The boilers are construct- 
ed to give. the greatest possible 
amount of heating surface. There are two 
sets of four cylinder, quadruple expansion en- 
gines of the vertical inverted direct acting 
type, operating twin sctews with a capacity 
of 420 revolutions a minute. The cylinder 
diameters are 114g, 16, 2114, and 30 inches. 
The stroke of all pistons is sixteen inches. 
These engines. make 420 revolutions a min- 
ate, while those of an ordinary raft boat make 
only twenty-six. The equipment will be of 
the latest and most effective fashion. It will 
be provided with a dynamo of power suf- 
ficient to burn twenty-eight incandescent 
lights. including a search-light, signals, ete. 
The pilot-house is a small cone-shaped affair, 
a short distance from the stem. It will be 
armored and is arranged to deflect any mis- 
sile which may strike it. A dingy 
and a gig will be utilized for the 
small boats, and will hang from iron davits. 
There will be amidships four one-pounder 
rapid-firing guns to repel boarding, its two 
smokestucks and a single short spar, more for 
ornament than use. The chief armament of 
course will be its torpedo guns, one on each 
side, and the other at the bow. They will be 
operated with compressed air. The Ericsson 
will not be ready to leave Dubuque before 
next month. The launching of this boat 
marks a new era in the building of warships, 
as it demonstrates they can be constructed on 
inland waters safe from all assaults by a for- 
eign power, just as the arsenal at Rock Isl- 
and can put 20,000: men to work making 
arms with every port in the country block- 
aded.

PRESIDENT M’BRIDE IN DOUBT oF 
OONFERENOE’S ISSUE, 


Refusal of the Operators in Some of the 
Districts to Send Representatives the 
Ground of His Quastioning—Coal 8uap- 
ply in Chicago Begins te Show Shrink- 
age=Miners at Decatur, IL, Notified 
That They Must Work or Take Away 
Their Tools. 

Conumsus, O., May 12.— (Special. ]—Presi- 
dent John McBride of the United Mine Work. 
ers’ Union left today for his home at Massillon, 
whence he goes Monday te attend the confer. 
ence of operators and miners at Cleveland. 
He is not at all sanguine of the success of the 
attempt to compromise. The action of the 
river operators at Pittsburg has discouraged 
him and he says that unless they take part in 
the meeting nothing will come of it. In 
speaking of the proposition made by Frank 
L. Robbins, President of the Pittsburg and 
Chicago Coal company and Chairman of the 
Operators’ Conference committee at the joint 
meeting of railroad and river operators held 
at Pittsburg yesterday, to make the rate 65 
cents per ton for mining he said that this 
would make the rate in the Hocking Valley 
56 cents per ton and that would not be ac. 
cepted. 

The delegates from the Hocking Valley and 
Jackson districts will pass through Columbus 
Monday night. President» McBride has sug- 
gested to Cleveland parties that about 600 
delegates will be present, but there is a possi- 
bility that the number may be somewhat 
lessened by a few of the districts declining to 
send representatives. He has advices that 
West Virginia wili.not be represented, as they 
complain that the strike was brought on by 
Ohio and Pennsylvania and that these States 
must now adjust the differences. The miners 
will hold a preliminary meeting at 10a. m. 
Monday in Cleveland and will make head- 
quarters at the Bethel House. President Mc- 
Bride says he has received no intimation that 
the operators in Northern Illinois will refuse 
to attend, but, on the contrary, when he was 
in Chicago a few days ago every indication 
was that they would be present.

CHICAGO'S SUPPLY IS SHRINKING, 


Henry E. Weaver Says the Situation Will 
Be Desperate in Ten Days. 

Eastern coal operators who have been ship- 
ping coal to Chicago since the miners’ strike 
began will probably decrease their shipments 
and send what coal they have to Eastern 
ports, in some of which loaded steamers are 
tied up, unable to leave for lack of coal. 
This statement is made by Henry E. 
Weaver of Weaver, Getz & Co., who 
returned yé@sterday from a two weeks’ 
trip through the Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia districts. -Relative to the con- 
ference in Cleveland Tuesday he says that 
even if the miners are conceded their de- 
mands and declare the strike off, the advance 
in coal, which will necessarily follow, will be 
suck that business interests in the present de- 
pression will be unable to pay it. The situa- 
tion, Mr. Weaver says, is more serious than is 
supposed, and in this city it will become des- 
perate, he believes, in ten days. 

‘“‘ T went through the soft region of Pennsy!- 
vania and West Virginia, visited seaboard 
cities, and saw things for myself,” said Mi. 
Weaver. “ Large steamers are lying in the 
Harbor of Baltimore waiting for coal. In 
Eastern cities the demand has not been met 
with anything like the prompthess that has 
been the case in Chicago. West Virginia 
operators have sent their coal westward. 
Those shipments will decrease and what 
little they have will be sent the other way. 

‘In this city the available stock will be ex- 
hausted in ten days. ‘There is, it is true, a 
more confident fe-ling among consumers, but 
they do not know the situation. The big con- 
sumers are buying what they can, but many 
of them have supplies for only a short time. 
Several of them telegraphed .today that they 
would require no coal until Tuesday or 
Wednesday. Two-thirds of the bituminous 
coal used here is mined in Illinois and Indi- 
ana. The operatorsin both States will not 
attend- the conference Tuesday, and their 
mines will continue shut down. : 

‘It is impossible to say what will be ac- 
complished at the conference in Caan. 
It wiil iast, I think, for a week or more. | 
the men stick to their dewnands and succeed 
in inducing the operators.to agree to them an 
advance will be made in the price of coal. 
Manufacturing and mercantile interests can- 
not stand much advance. Business is wie | 
on a small margin, and coal has been figure 
on a cheap besis. If permanent high prices 
for coal are made the result is certain to be 
most serious.

No. 10 is a four-story flat building. It 
stands just west of a large apartment house

No. 10 is a door leading to a 
rear stairway. Young Colby was seen 
yesterday afternoon and gave the following

How a Wealthy French Widow Acquired 

: ’ a Coveted Title. 

The lady was a widow and rich—very rich— 
as the French novelist says, richissime, writes 
Walter Besant, The gentleman was a widow- 
er, past 60, extremely, even ridiculously, 
poor, and the last of a most noble and _ histor- 
ical house, History is full of the achievements 
ofhis people. Froissart mentions their exploits 
in.every other page; they were always taking

FIGHT FOR THE UNION. 


STRIKE AT PULLMAN LIKELY TO 
LAST A LONG TIME. 


Howard, the American Railway Union 
Leader, Proposes to Shut Down Car 
Shops at Various Points—Officials of 
the Company Declare They Will Not 
Start Up the Works=Men Make a Show- 
ing on Their Claim That Pay Is Small— 
Evictions Likely to Result. 

“Will we be satisfied with Vice-President 
Howard’s general statement that he would 
help us out?” repeated Robert Brown, a mem- 
ber of the Puliman Employés’ Strike com- 
mittee, in answer to a question last night. 
* Well, we’ve got our foot in it and we will 
haye to be satisfied with it.”’ 

The foregoing condensed presentation of the 
situation at Pullman was drawn out by ques- 


tions as to the attitude the American Railway | 


Union would take toward the strike. The 
members of the committee aré_ reti- 
cent. on the subject, and if they 
know what the policy and plans of the 
union are will tell nothing. But Howard 
consented to tell a little about the plan of 
campaign. He was in secret consultation 
with the Strike committee of sixty from 9 
o’clock until after 12. Then he came to the 
city. 

‘*T am going to Indianapolis this evening,” 
said he, ‘** where I shall organize a committee 
to go to Wilmington, Del., St. Louis, Mo., 
and Ludlow, Ky., to organize the shop men 
in. the car works at those places. I shall re- 
turn to Pullman Monday and probably re- 
main there until the strike is ended.’’ . 

‘‘Will you endeavor to have union railway 
men refuse to haul Pullman coaches?’

Being pressed fora direct qnswer to this 
question Mr. Howard muttered somethin 
about * pulling the last string.”’ He woul 
not say howthe help he had promised the 
strikers was to be furnished. 

It cannot be said that all the employés of 
the Pullman car works are pleased with the 
strike, A workman whose face bore the 
stamp of intelligence said; ‘* This strike was 
premature and ill-advised. I believe there 
are no less than 1,000 men who did not want 
to go out and who would not have gone out if 
ithad not been for the fearof provoking 
the ill will of the strikers.

Foremen Are Not Affected. 


It is a singular anomaly that the foremen 
are not affected by the strike. There are over 
thirty of them, and their pay has never been 
reduced, so they are not connected with the 
trades-unions and keep right along in the em- 
ploy of the company. It is otherwise with the 
gang foremen, generally known as straw fore- 
men. 

The shops are guarded at night by fourteen 
watchmen, as heretofore. But beyond these 
arrangements there is not the slightest pre- 
caution taken nst trespassers. 

Town-agent W.-P. Hornbeck said tne rent 
and water and gas charges of the men had 
not been reduced since the hard times began, 
but he denied that their wages were held back 
to secure their rent.

NO WORK IS DONE AT PULLMAN, 


Officials of the Company Say the Men Will 
Be the Worst Sufferers. 

Yesterday morning Vice-President Wickes 
made a tour of the company’s plant at Pull. 
man. He was asked to give a statement of 
the situation. “I can find no change from 
yesterday,’ he said. “No work is being 
done and no attempt is bemg made 
by the company to find men to carry 
work, The loss. will fall 
heaviest on the men. It will not incon- 
venience the company to have the shops idle 
at this time. We have been operating to 
give the men employment for some months.” 

‘* Will the company lose anything on con- 
tracts taken with the idea that the men would 
continue at their work ?”’ 

‘‘No. The company protected itself in 
these contracts. Each one contains a strike 
clause exempting the company from fines or 
penalties for failure to complete work accord- 
ing to agreement if a strike should intervene, 
That bemg the case, the company can lose 
nothing by the delay, and it is ‘hard, to say 


| how long the works will remain closed.”’ 


‘What arrangements has the company 
made to repair cars and provide for emer- 
gency werk?” 

**No arrangements are needed at present. 
The company has about 2,000 cars on the 
road in different parts of the country. About 
400 cars are held in reserve in advance ofa 
demand and they will serve to fill any emer- 
gency orders, So far as the company is con- 
cerued I can see no chance for inconvenience.” 

President Pullman kept in constant com- 
munication all day with the shops and seemed 
relieved when Mr. Wickes returned from his 
inspection of the works and reported every- 
thing quiet, and that only the men in the 
brick yards, gas department, and foundry 
were at work, these departments beiny under 
a different nanagement. 

Mr, Pullman said yesterday: ‘The strike 
will not affect the running of cars in the least, 
for most of the work that was being done was 
chiefly in the repair shops, We have a large 
number of surplus cars at the shops and we 
can use these if found necessary. The shops 
at Detroit and Wilmington are closed down 
altogether, and,in fact, most of the large 
shops throughout the country are closed 
down. The Ohio Falls car shops at Jefferson- 
ville, Ind., are also closed down and we have 
Wagner shops will 
shut down about June, so you see ours are not 
the only shops where work is stopped. I 
don’t know how long the strike will last, and 
financially it isa good thing for the stock- 
holders of the company.”

Assistant Manager Parent also said: ‘* The 
strikers seem to think they have scored a 
briiliant hit in discovering that the company’s 
earnings last year were $7,000,000. They 
want to know how the company cen be losing 
money with such a balance as that in its 
favor. Well, the explanation is that the com- 
pany is not losing noney as a whole but only 
on its car works. This $7,000,000 is. the 
income from the sleepers on the railroads. It 
remains true, all. the same, that latterly the 
company has lost money on every car it has 
made,”’ 


Associated Industries Close Down. 

The associated industries of Pullman) closed 
down yesterday on account of a strike. Secretary 
Eustace Jaques of the Allen Paper Car Wheel 
company said there was no strike and no dissatis- 
faction among his sixty men, but that the works 
had been closed simply because they could not 
run without the car-works. Manager F. H. Taylor 
of the Union foundry, which employed 200 men, 
and of the rolling mills, which usually employs 
175 men, said both of the works were closed for 
the present for want of work. The rolling mill 
has been closed some weeks and the foundry was 
closed Friday night in order to anticipate a 
strike, “A commiittee was on its way to ordera

MOTHER OF THE OHILD DANOERS 
OREATES A SOENE IN OOURT. 


She Wildly Tells Judge Tuthill if He Does 
Not Believe That She Treats Her Chil- 
dren Right to Take Them and Kill 
Them=—The Case 1s Continued Until 
Next Thursdav, in the Meantime the 
Petite Juveniles Will Not Dance but 
Pose as Cupids. | 


Regaloncita, the child dancer, wept in 
Judge Tuthill’s court yesterday morning 
while the proceedings commenced by the 
Humane Society were being heard. President 
Shortall was explaining the views of the so- 
ciety about the nightly appearance of the 
child in the Cotumbia* Theater when the 
girl burst into hysterical tears, 

‘** He is going to take you away from me, 
mamma,” she sobbed, while her mother, Mrs. 
Charlotte Ewer clasped the child tightly and 


| wiped away her tears. 


Mrs. Ewer was in court early with her 10- 
year-old daughter. La Regaloncita is a well 
developed child for herage. She has a chubby 
little face, framed with a profusion of dark 
curls. Mrs. Ewer addressed the court after 
the ‘legal formalities had. been con- 
cluded and a continuance until Thursday 
poate. She said her husband was a New 

ork physician and that Regaloncita had 
three sisters und one little brother. 

‘* My little boy is in the high school in Bos- 
ton and the girls travel with me, They re- 
ceive very careful attention as to their health, 
education, and food. Dr. Gillette of New 
York is a great friend of our family and he 
always examines the girls when we get back 
there, He says they are the healthiest he 
knows,”’ 

Mrs. Ewer grew excited as she went on. 
‘*If you don’t think I take proper care of 
them,’’ she cried in a high-pitched voice, 
‘take them away and kill them,” 

When the case was called in court Attorney 
Latham appearing for Will J. Davis asked 
for further time so that he could produce wit- 
nesses toshow that the health of the child 
was not affected. The dancing had been 
stopped pending the action of the.court. 

President Shortall of the Humane Society 
spoke of the trouble about the child two years 
ago, and said: ‘* We understand the split 
dance has been added, and this is dangerous, 
for more than one. death has been caused 
by it.’’ He suggested that the court make an 
order taking the child from the custody of 

er mother. 


Refuses to Separate Them, 


Judge Tuthill replied: ‘“‘I cannot do that. 
This is a criminal proceeding simply to dis- 
cover whether there has been any violation of 
the law.”’ 

Attorney Latham and Will J. Davis then 
took turns at denouncing the ‘* persecution’”’ 
of the Humane Society.. *‘We can showa 
letter from the Vice-President of the New 
York society that the child is not doing 
anything to injure her health,”’ he said. 

Attorney Geeting read the law of the State 
and the decision of the New York courts. He 
also asked the court to issue warrants for the 
two other daughters of Mrs, Ewer, who are now 
on the boards under the namesof La Graciosa 
and La Preciosa. Thess the court granted, 
and Will J. Davis promised to have the chil- 
dren in court. A continuance until Thursday 
next was agreed upon, and bonds in the sum 
of $500 were given for the appearance of the 
defendants. 

All three of the children appeared as usual 
last night in thesecond actof Venus and 
posed as Cupids, but were not permitted to 
do any dancing.

ina colloquy in regard to hearings, Mr. Hoar 
asserting that during his long. career at both 
ends of the Capitol he had never known a 
time that tariff changes were under discus- 
sion when hearing® had not been given both 
by the Ways and Means committee .and the 
Finance committee. Messrs. Aldrich, Alli- 
son, and Sherman took the same view of the 
case. 

The debate was continued in a desultory 
manner, the Republicans indulging in sar- 
casm at the expense of their political adver- 
saries. Finaliy Mr. Aldrich moved to substi- 
tute 75 cents on the'tannic acid for Mr. 
Jones’ modified amendment to reduce it to 60 
cents per pound, Senators Peffer and Irby 
both voted nay. The vote was yeas 17, nays 
28, the Republi¢ans voting yea and the Dem- 
ocrats nay. The Jones dmendment fixing the 
duty on tannie acid at 60 Gents was then 
agreed to, 33 to 11. 

The next Jones amendment increasing the 
duty on tartaric’acid from 10 to 20 per cent 
was agreed to without division, but on the 
next vote, to change the duty from 20 per 
cent to a specific duty of seven cents, the 
quorum again failed and was with difficulty 
secured. when the amendment was defeated— 
16 to 28. 

The next paragraph was alcoholic per- 
fumery, including cologne water and other 
toilet waters, on which the duty was placed at 
$2 per gallon and 25 per cent ad valorem in 
the House bill, The Jones amendment in- 
creased the ad valorem duty to 50 
per cent. Mr. Jones uarose and with. 
drew the increase, saying it was unnecessary. 
Mr. Aldrich insisted that it was, whereupon 
Mr. Jones declared that he would grant the 
25 percent increase if. the Republicaas 
woulfagree to it without debate. The 50 
per cent was agreed to without aivision. 

r. Jones presented an entirely new 
ainendment to the next paragraph to change 
the duty on alumina in its various chemical 
forms from 30 per cent ad valorem to a 
specific duty of four-tenths of a cent per 
pound. Mr. Aldrich movedan amendment 
to make it six-tenths. ‘The quorum again 
failed, and Mr. Harris decided to make no 
further effort to secure one today, so at 3:55 
p. m. the Senate adjourned.

BETTER MAIL SERVICE TO RESULT. 


Postmaster Hesing Pleased with the Ke- 
port of the Examining Commission. 

Postmaster Hesing is greatly pleased with 
the report of the Postal Commission. He says 
the recomim 2ndations of the commission when 
earried out will have the effect of giving 
Chicago the best postal service in the 
country. “The report of the commission 
marks a new era in the history of the Chicago 
Postoftice,”’. he said yesterday. ‘For the 
tirst time the importance of this city, from a 
postal point of view, has been recognized. 
Within the next three or four months I hope 
that the changes proposed by the commis- 
sion will have gone into operation, 
and when this occurs | promise the 
people of Chieago a service far superior 
to that now in vogue. With the recommenda- 
tion of the com nission in effect all long haul- 
ing of mail without reference to destination 
will bo done away with. I presume that in 
many cases local letters will be collected and 
delivered in from five to fifteen hours carlier 
than is done now, . 

‘Judging from the outline of the report 
printed jall the independent postoffices in the 
city will be abolished. In this connection the 
report far exceeds the expectations of this 
office. Those that will remain outside of the 
free delivery district will be known as sub. 
stations, and with the exception of being 
directly responsible to the Postmaster of 
Chicago they will continue as at present.

reproachfully, without. precedent, or almost: 
without precedent. He ~ may nevertheless 
plume himself on one thing. The most iniq- 
uitous part of his scheme—that. which plun- 
ders everybody with an income exceeding 
$2,500 for the benefit of everybody with an 
income of under $2,500 — passes‘ without 
challenge. It may inot be gcod finance; it 
proves to be good politics. Mr. Balfour, who 
attacked nearly every other proposal, ap- 
plauded thir. No leader, it appears, and no 
party can afford to stand up for honesty and 
justice when the interests of the masses—that 
is, of the majority—are bound up with dis- 
honesty and injustice, 

The principle of this budget has been ex- 
pounded so often thateven in the great de- 
bate involving the existence of a ministry as 
well as a scheme of finance not much that is 
new has been advanced. Mr. Balfour’s 
criticism was directed in great part agaiast 
the new death duties and the system of grad- 
udtion—the latest political euphonism for 
confiscation. The confiscation now proposed 
is partial. What Sir William Harcourt aims 
‘at is to establish the principle of confiscation. 
It has hitherto been held that the rich, like 
the poor, should pay in proportion to 
their means. The modern doctrine, as 
set forth by the present Chancellor of ‘the Ex- 
chequer, is that the rich shall pay out of their 
proportion to their means, and not the rich 
only, but the moderately weil todo. Capital 
is attacked. Property of all kinds is attacked. 
The doctrine of ransom. which in Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s mouth provoked years ago just re- 
sentment and rebuke, is now unblushingly 
preached by those whv then sat in judgment 
on this since repentant sinner. All sound 
principles of finance are. violated by this 
budget, said Mr. Balfour, sweepingly. He 
omitted to add what is at least equally true, 
that sound principles of morality are equally 
violated. What used to be the, elementary 
principles of honorable politics are no longer 
elementary and no longer principles. 

Committee Will Not Be Tender. 

The budget now goes into committee, where 
it is tolerably certain to be roughly handled, 
Some Liberals -whfd would not vote against it 
asa whole will feel themselves at liberty to 
vote against details. Mr. Balfour has given 
fair notice that it will be fought to the end. 
In any case, it promises to absorb the greater 
partof the session, and the Radicais who 
have crochets to push are grumbling at the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer because he has 
made his scheme too contentious; but they 
can hardly expect. confiscation to be estab- 
lished as a method of finance—the Oriental 
method, as Mr. Batfour called it—without 
some opposition. Such, however, is the 
strained condition of things that the lobbies 
of the House, rather than the House itse lf 
have been the center of interest.

Lord Rosebery’s colt has justified the hopes 
of its and his most sanguine friends. The 
victory will gain him votes, says one serious 
journal, in every borough. If. says another, 
he can keep in office till June 6 and Ladas 
win the Derby he may dissolve and.appeal to 
the country with confidence. ‘**The more 
brilliant triumph at Epsom,” says a third in 
a fine lyrical vein, ‘‘ will place the honored 
name of Lord Rosebery in a position which 
no Prime Minister has ever yet occupied.” 
If all this be true the party leaders need not 
overmuch concern themselves about budgets 
and the Newcastle program. The true indi- 
cations of the course of politics are to be 
sought in the betting lists and in the reports 
from the trainer of Ladas. 

Mundoella Will Retain Office. 


The attempt to drive Mr. Mundella from 
office on account of his connection with the 
New Zealand Loan company has had no suc- 
cess. No doubt his directorship of that con- 
_cern was unlucky, but it is seen that Mr. Jus- 
tice Vaughn Williams, in his elaborate opin- 
ion on the whole case, has exonerated Mr. 
Mundella from all accusations other than 
those relating to errors of judgment not in- 
volving his personal honor. Mr. Mundella 
would, nevertheless, have resigned, had his 
chief and colleagues desired his resignation. 

India Scare Has Little Effect. 


The scare about India started last Satur- 
day by the Spectator has made no great 
progress. The majority of the Indian author- 
ities disbelieve, or at any rate deny, there is 
cause for serious alarm. The Spectator theory 
that the smearing of the mango trees means 
conspiracy, mutiny, armed revolt is not gen- 
erally accepted. People do not profess to 
know precisely what it is, but conjecture that 
the cause of it is to be sought in religion or 
superstition, and not in politics. On the 
other hand, the Spectator is one of the very 
highest authorities in this country on [ndia, 
where one of its editors, Mr. Townsend, long 
lived ina high position. He is a very able 
man, and his deliberate judgment on such a 
matter is not to be lightly put aside. He re- 


moderation, admitting that Sir Alfred Lyall, 
who opposes his view, is well entitled to speak 
for the officials of India. . Sir Alfred has been 
Governor in the northwest where the rising is 
now feared and ought to know. He is more- 
over a higher type of a man and of intell:- 
gence than ‘the average Anglo-Indian ruler. 
The mutiny in the Seventeenth Bengal In- 
fantry may or may not be connected with the 
restlessness in Behar. 


Hyde Park Demonstration Remarkable, 

The eight hours. demonstration in Hyde 
Park was remarkable for something more 
than size. It was a union of uniozs which 
have hitherto kept asunder on. this question 
—the Railway Servants’ Society, the Building 
Trades Federation, and other powerful organ- 
izations. The principle of legal restriction 
upon the hours a workingman may work 
is gaining ground. The principle of individ- 
ual liberty is losing ground. It was once 
thought the trades unions would do their 
own legislating. They are on some subjects 
strong enough and do. On others they are 
coming to prefer that Parliament should do 
their legisiat:mg for them, and that the 
doctrine and method of compulsion 
should be embodied ina statute. John Burns 
was the chief orator of Sunday, and some- 
thing of the old Burns peeped out; the agitat- 
ing, violent, revolutionary Burns of the days of 
the dock strike and earlier violence showed it- 
self otherwise. One of the most interesting 
parts of the procession which for an hour and 
more streamed through the West End of Lon- 
don was the Social Democratic Federation. 
The unions made common cause with this 
body, which is nevertheless something more 
than democratic. It marched with blbod-red 
banners and blood-red scarfs and blood-red 
insignia. Had it been Paris, the police would 
have broken up the detachment. In London 
nobody seems to care. Once there was no 
strong reason why anybody should; now they 
are a s.gn of the times and of the evil times 
coming. Stepniak was another sign. We 
all know who Stepniak is and -what he is. 
The single resolution adopted at all the twelve 
platforms declared for the legisiative enact- 
ment of an eight-bour day as the maximum 
of labor in all trades and: business. But it 
went far beyond that, unattainable as that 
would have seemed some years since. This 
enormous gathering pledged itself, apparent- 
ly without a dissenting vote, ‘* to work steadi- 
ly for the collective ownership of all the in- 
struments of producing wealth by the whole 
community as the only method of completely 
emancipating the people from the industrial 
slavery of today.”’ This is collectivism, and 
in its crudest form. The meeting further de- 
clared ‘‘in favor of universal adult suffrage 
as a méans of peacefully realizing that eman- 
cipation.”” This means, of course, woman 
suffrage. The appeal of the near future is to 
be sentiment. since on grounds of principle, 
or policy, or high statesmanship collectivism 
has probably little chance in this country. 

Good Will Toward America. 


The arrival of the Chicago at Gravesend 
proves the signal for an extraordinary demon- 
stration of English goodwill to America and 
to the American navy. The meeting held at 
the United Service Institution to arrange a 
welcome to Admirai Erben, Capt. Mahan, 
and their brother officers was influential 
and enthusiastic. The British navy, the 
British army, and the British public all took 
part in it in the persons of some of the most 
eminent of representatives. Lord Spencer, 
the head of the admiralty, gives it his hearty 
approval. Such men as Lord Roberts, Mr. 
Froude, and Lord Charles Beresford are of 
the committee, and of course a public dinner 
is to. be given. The press is cordial. 

Capt. Mahan’s fame, which has been 
steadily widening, has perhaps reached a 
point never before touched by writer or naval 
officer. England, it avows it itself, had to 
wait to learn from an American historian 
what sea power really is and what its  in- 
fluence hus been on the history and condition 
of the modern worid. The Times said of 
Capt. Mahan some time ago that he had ef- 
fected’ a revolution in the study of naval 
history like that effected by Copernicus in 
astronomy. That is a noble tribute worthy 
of the nation which offers it and of him to 
whom it is offered. His conception of sea 
power “now constitutes the whole basis of 
our naval thinking’? adds the same authority, 


‘and the eulogy is throughout in the same high 


tone; It is seen just as clearly what service 
Capt.’ Mahan has done his own country. His 
primary object was ‘toawaken in his own 
countrymen a sense of their inheritance in 
the future dominion of the sea.”” The homage 
offered this great writer abroad surely will 
nut lessen his influence at home.

Events on the Theatrical Boards, 

The theatrical events of the week include 
the reappearance of Signora Duse and the re- 
appearance of Mrs. Langtry in a new play 
by Mr. Robert Buchanan entitled a ‘* Society 
Butterfly.”” It may be said of Mr. Buchanan 
that in this piece he has reached the bottom 
of the ladder. It deserves no further com- 
ment nor do Mrs. Langtry’s dresses and dia- 
monds make up for lack of dramatic quality. 
Signora Duse has elected to present herself 
once more in the ‘‘Dame aux Camélias,”’ 
which some good judges think M. Dumas’ 
masterpiece and others but a morbid 
study of a subject that had better been 
let alone. Whichever be right’ the 
play has -attracted two of the three great- 
est actresses of our time, Mme. Sarah Bern- 
hardt and Signora Duse.I believe Mile. Desclee, 
who was first in time, and alsé in some great 
gifts, never played it. Signora Duse’s concep- 
tion and rendering remain what they were. 
She cannot be said to have gained or lost. 
She has the same Italian subtletry of intel- 
lectual appreciation, the same admirable sim- 
plicity of method, the same refinement, the 


same truth, and the same pathetic 
power over an audience, the greater be- 
cause the audience is hardly aware 
of the spell till it is dissoived, 


It ought, perhaps, to be recorded that Mile.

EXPLOSION ON BOARD H,M.S.,GALATEA 


Instructor Lawrence’s Head Blown Off 
While Saluting the German Flag. 


Eprxsure, May 12.—A terrible accident 
occurred today on board the British armored 
cruiser Galatea, twelve guns, Capt. Earnest 
N. Rolfe, C. B., resulting in the death of two of- 
ticers. The Galatea, atwin-screw cruiser of the 
first class, 5,600 tons and 5,500 horse-power, 
is the coast-guard ship at Queen’s Ferry, on the 
Firth of Forth, about nine miles from this 
city. A German squadron arrived this morn- 
ing in Queen’s Ferry and the Galatea fired a 
salute to the German flag. After the tenth 
round had been fired an explosion occarred 
and Instructor Lawrence’s head was blown to 
pieces and Instructor Whitehead’s arm was 
blown off at the elbow. In addition, two 
members of the crew. was slightly injured, 
Pending an investigation into the cause of the 
disaster accurate information in .regard to 
the explosion if not obtainable, but according 
to one report the charge for the gun appar- 
ently exploded in the hands of Instructor 
Lawrence while he was preparing to place it 
in the gun.

Rumors of a Coming Uprising Started by 
the Strange Doings of Natives of Behar 
=The Scare May Be Justified This Sum- 
mer=Friction Between King Humbert 
and Pope Leo Over the Withholding of 
Bishops’ Exequaturs Reaches an Acute 
Stage Week at London Reviewed,

Lonpoy, May 12.--[Copyright, 1894, by 
the New York Times. ]—It has been a week of 
gloomy weather, with black skies and cold 
rains and winds. Men's mood hus been to sit 
about the fire and tell one another stories— 
not of the deaths of kings, but of the horrors 
of the Indiar. mutiny. That terrible upheaval, 
theugh in date only a few years beyond our 
civil war, has begun to seem very ancient his- 
tory to the English mind. Now of a sudden 
it has been revived in people’s memories, and 
the last week has formed perhaps the most 
uniform staple of conversation all over the 
kingdom. 

The traditional restraint of English editors, 
‘the least influential of whom go about fancying 
that an injudicious word of theirs might any 
m*tnute wreck the British Empire, has prevent- 
ed any considerable discussion of the question 
in the press. But one engrossing topic of pri- 
vate talk is the possibility of another Indian 
mutiny. Though many experts have been in- 
terviewed in the papers, the only conclusion 
to be drawn from what they say is that it is 
impossible for any white man, be he ever so 
skilled in observing Indian phenomena, to 
know anything about it at all. The wisest of 
them can only say the trouble may not hap- 
pen, then again it may. 

This strange scare has arisen from the fact 
that last month it was discovered that all at 
once some thousands of mango tree trunks 
throughout the Bengalese province of Behan 
had been smeared with daubs of mud, in 
which there was a slight mixture of pigs’ and 
cows’ hair. Traces of this are reported also 
to have extended into Oude. Everywhere the 
work was done with such secrecy that there 
is no shadow of a clew anywhere all over the 
huge territory affected. 

What Mean These Signs? 

No matter how long an Englishman may 
have lived in a place, or how greatly he may 
be liked by the natives about him, when a 
mystery of this sort arises the entire popula- 
tion would have their tongues torn out before 
they would utter one word in explanation. 
Old Englo-Indians tell me they doubt if the 
natives themselves understand these signals. 

In 1828, for instance, cocoanuts were mys- 
teriously passed around all over Jeypoor, the 
Decan, and Bhopal, and the signal excited the 
population like the swarming of bees. But 
nothing happened, and to this day the mean- 
ing of the thing is an impenetrable secret. 

But in the spring of 1857 there was one of 
these demonstratiors which took the form of 
passing from village to village loaves of 
bread curiously twisted like giant pretzels, 
and it is perfectly known that this was the sigs 
nal which prepared the natives for mutiny. 
Those on the spot not unnaturally assume 
that this smeering of trees isa similar mes- 
sage of warning that every native shall hold 
himself in readjness for some great coming 
event. Now, of all possible commg events in 
India an attempt ata general rising is unfor- 
tunately recognized as one of the most likely. 

It is-only on ogeasions of panic like the 
present that Wwe get any real information 
about the grievances under British rule in 
India. Perhapsitis truer to say that these 
are the only times we pay any attention. to 
them. Judging by what is said now it be- 
comes a more incredible marvel than ever 
that peace is preserved at all. Stories are 
told of taxation so fiercely increased from 
Assam to Bombay that the native who last 
year was assessed at 4 rupees now pays 45. 

Causes of the Trouble. 

. Discontent in Behar is ascribedin part to 
that famous cadastral survey which some Brif- 
ish statistical prigs insisted on carrying out to 
rectify and alter ail existing land boundaries 
in the province, with the result first of scar- 
ing and then of enraging the entire popula- 
tion. There is trouble, too, about a group of 
British speculators, who have the indigo mo- 
nopoly and are working it to tHe 
prejudice of the small native growers. 
Every province has its special abuses of this 
sort to chafe over, not to mention the inces- 
sant meddiing by British faddists with broad 
questions like opium, marriage, and inher- 
itance laws and the lke, which unsettle and 
annoy all classes of natives. 

News of a mutiny in a Hindustance regi- 
mentamong the Rajput Mohammedan sol- 
diers coming at such a time naturally creates 
exceptional alarm. It is explained, from 
Simla today that it is thought the revolt is 
merely an ebullition of rowdyism on the part 
of some rough young recruits trom the Delhi 
district, and has nothing to do with ra- 
cial or religious feuds. Indian Govern. 
ment officials also say now that 
the belief is growing that the 
mango tsee episode is connected with an effort 
to divert Hindu pilgrims from one shrine to 
another new one, where the gods are expected 
to give oracular advice about protecting cows 
from Mohammedan insult and ridding Behar 
of the English indigo planters. These ex- 
planations are admitted guesswork as, indeed, 
all foreign conceptions of what is passing in 
the minds of those dark millions must be, 
and will do little to relieve apprehensions here 
that the coming summer will see the English 
fighting for their lives again in India. 

The Pope and the King. 

The long ‘standing friction between the Vat- 
ican and the Quirinal is about to assume an 
acute phase. A letter was shown me last 
week from one of the best-informed and cool- 
est-headed meh in Papal circles at Rome, say- 
ing that it had been decided to serve on King 
Humbert a solemn notice that unless exequa- 
turs are granted forthwith to Bishops, some 
thirty Sees, the Bishopsof some of which have 
been kept out’ for years, while the Italian 
treasury absorbs their revenues, will be put 
under the ban of major excommunication.

No Ministerial Crisis, 

There will be no ministerial crisis next 
week, because Parliament had adjourned un- 
til May 22; otherwise we should have had all 
the familiar shouting, bell ringing and beat- 
ing of drums, which are-now necessary every 
few days to keep the cabinet from collapsing. 
The ministry managed by the greatest effort 
yet made to scrape together a majority of 
fourteen on the budget division. Shrinkage was 
chiefly due to John Redmond’s varty of 
nine, who voted solidly with the Tories. There 
was a question of the added whisky tax in- 
volved, and as the Parnellites are owned and 
financed by the Irish liquor interests and 
elected almost wholly by votes controlled by 
the Irish publicans and barmaids, they had to 
vote that way. Whether they will keep on, 
now they have started, voting against the Lib- 
erals, is not known, but if they do not their 
places will be taken by some other group of 
malcontents. 

Ruasia seems entering a new cycle of do- 
mestic disturbance, which borrows impor- 
tance from the fact that these periods are al- 
ways accompanied by the loudest pan-slavist 
clamor for a spirited foreign policy. Several 


hundreds of persons, all of the intel- 
ligent class and many in official posi- 
tions, were simultaneously arrested in 


various big towns of the empire last week. 
The seizures in St. Petersburg were nearly 
seventy in number, and the prisoners were 
“conveyed swiftly to the terrible submarine 
dungeons under the fortress of Peter and 
Paul, which hangs frowning over the 
banks of the Neva. I got a letter from 
a friend in St. Petersburg who holds a prom- 
inent commercial position, saying that the 
sons of two of his friends, students of great 
promise and high prospects, were swept off 
in this sudden official haul. The parents are 
distracted and expect never to see them 
again. His own son, while a student, was 
similarly arrested in the springof 1891, but 
the father’s influence got. him out in a day or 
two and the young man is now in America. 
Similar stories come; many from other 
points, 

Apparently there never has been a poliée 
descent of this sort before which has struck 
s0 many people of position. The natural 
consequence of this will be the weakening of 
some of these imprisoned people under the 
knout or the terror of Siberia and the surren- 
dering of lists of names, genuine or im- 
aginary, which will be the basis for a wider 
circle of arrests. This opens a fresh. painful 
chapter in Russia’s experiment of remaining 
medieval by brute force. 

Not only do the pan-slavists always seize 
occasions of this sort to kick up war scares, 
as witness the Novostis current demand for 
the sequestration of Servia, but they invaria- 
bly ingraft anti-Jewish riots upon the existing 
popular commotion. 

Raids Upon the Jews. 

The censorship is keeping the press silent 
about these occurrences, and correspondents 
are able to smuggle out only scraps of hear- 
say news. But there appears to have been a 
series of savage popular raids upon the 
Jews in a number of southern towns 
at Easter time. That at Ekaterinoslav was, 
as usual, the bloodiest, Troops were 
called put and many people are said to have 
been killed on both sides, though no figures 
are given. A fresh Jewish exodus on a larger 
scale than ever is reported from Odessa, where 
2,200 left last week, 800- for Argentina di- 
rect, the rest for England, which, of course, is 
a euphemism for America.

It 
renders for all the packing houses, The 
packers do not want it removed from 
the Stock-Yards district. They are interested 
in its making all the money it can. They, 
above any other class of men, are on dictating 
terms with the railroads. What is the result? 
Any man who seeks transportation for these 


animals, unless he be identified with the’ 


Union Rendering company, fails to find it. 
There is but one railroad company in Chica- 
go, and that is the Western Indiana, -which 
will carry dead animals for any but this com- 
pany. No wonder no ono offers himself asa 
competitor to this company.”

Reducing the Duty on Oats. 


Peoria, lii:, May 8.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
~The Wilson bill I understand reduces or re- 
moves entirely the duty on grain imported from 
Canada. The bill proposes to lower the duty on 
oats from 15 cents a bushel to 20 per cent 
ad valorem- a reduction of overa third. This 
cut inthe duty on oats would almost roin our 
Illinois farmers and injure greatly every farmer 
in the United States. The low price at which 
good carriages and buggies can now be bought 
has increased greatly all over the United States 
the number of horses kept for private use in 
every town and village. This has made an im- 
mense demand and consumption of oats.’ All the 
New England States together do not raise grain 
enough to supply them a week. New York State 
and ennsylvania ten years ago raised a surplus of 
oats to ship. Now every city and village in those 
States buys Western oats. Whole counties are now 
used for dairy purposes, and the milk shipped 
to the aatge cities. The farmers buy West 
ern grain. The shipments of oats from Ohio and 

States west of it are three times as large as they 
were ten yearsago. The increase this year will 
be 15 or 20 per cent. The exports of oats have 
averaged so light for the last fteeh years that the 
export is hardly a factor in consumption or 
peas The -duty is now, 1 think, 15 cents a 

ushel on oats from Canada. In 1882 oats ‘were 
very scarce and the price ran up to 60 and 75 
cents a bushel; and several million bushels 
were that year imported from Canada and paid 
the duty. Thisis the only time I can remember. 

Oats are a grain of a Sool climate, while corn re- 
quires a hot sammer. Canada raises oats weighing 
30 to 40 pounds to the bushel, while in Illinois on 
a crop the average is only 30 to 83 pounds. 
When we have a hot summer oats in Illinois will 
not average 30 pounds to the bushel. The whole 
Province of Ontario is splendidly adapted to 
raising oats. Wheat is now so low thatit does 
not pay and Capada cannot raise corn. If you 
will examine the map you will see Canada will 
have an advantage in freights east of from h to 
8 cents per bushel over Illinois farmers. TheWil 
son bill would build up Canada and ruin Illinois 

In Central Llinois farmers now alternate corn 

and oats, raising about as many acres of oats as 
corn. In Northern Illinois they. raise more oats 
thancorn. Itis their most profitable crop. it 
comes early and is marketed and makes money 
lenty during the fall and business good. The 
Vilson bill ‘Would build up Canada and almost 
rnin many Iilinois farmers. If you will examine 
into this subject you will realize its im rtance 
and should arouse Western farmers to the great 
danger that threatens them.

After the Panama Canal went into the 
hands of a liquidator and the contract be. 
tween the Panama railroad and the Pacific 
Mail expired the railroad company and the 
steamship company failed to come to an 


_ agreement as to the renewal of the ccntract, 


The railroad company, having the only isth- 
mian route of communication, seemed 
to hold the key of the situation 
and determined to put on a 
of steamers of its own on the Atlantic side 
and to further the formation of a rival line to 
the Pacific Mail on the west coast. The re- 
sult of the whole thing was the formation of 
the Colombian line, which chartered the 
steamers of the Pacific Mail on this side— 
the Newport, City of Paris, and Colombia. 
An arrangement was made with the Pacific 
Mail regarding the line from Panama to San 
Francisco. 

‘There is a short line of the Pacific Mail 
running from Panama up to the west coast of 
Central Americaas far as Ocos in Guatemala. 
For this line the Pacitic Mail company 
claimed that it had a perpetual contract with 
the Panama railroad. The matter was taken 
into the courts and Judge Truax granted an 
injunction against the railroad company 


~ ——pending a determination of the terms of the 


contract. This was in 1892. 
is extremely profitable. 

The steamers Newport, City of Paris, and 
Colombia have been run by the Colombian 
line at a loss, and April 24 the railroad com- 
pany aided the Pacitic Mail company for a 
new arrangement, saying that, as the Colom- 
bian line had taken the steamers off the hands 
of the Pacific Mail by chartermg them, it 
was thought that a reduction ought to be 
made in the price paid to the Pacific Mail. 
The Pacific Mail officers had until May 10 to 
decide. The contract expires June 15. 

Last Thursday word was received from the 
Pacific Mail that the terms proposed by the 
Panama railroad could be agreed to. Yester- 
day the three old ships of the defunct United 
States and Brazil line—the Alliance, Advance, 
and Finance—were taken to the dry-docks at 
Erie, Pa., and work was begun upon them to 

ot chem’ in shape to go into commission. 
ve have been chartered by the Panama 
railroad company and will be put on the 
Colombian line in the place of the City of 
Paris, Newport, and Colombia. 

Mr. Drake, Secretary of the Panama Rail- 
road company, sail: ‘*I donot know how 
the west-coast arrangement between our com- 
pany and the Pacific Mail will be effected. I 
suppose it will continue for the present at any 
rate. They will not be foolish enough to bite 
off their own noses. We received word from 
C.P. Huntington yesterday and the Pacific 
Mail would not take the new contract we pro- 
posed,so today men went to work to get 
ready the other steamers. I do not know 
what ‘the Pacific Mail people will do with 
their ships, I am sure.’ :

CONFEDERATE MONUMENT DEDICATION. 


Gen, Underwood Announces a Post pone- 
ment of an Indefinite Nature. 

Gen. Underwood has come to the conclu- 
sion that he will not have the Confederate 
monument in Oak woods dedicated - until it is 
entirely free of debt. It was originally in- 
tenced that this event occur Decoration day. 
Yesterday he issued the following special 
order: 


Ow'ng to the fact that the monument erected 
over the Confederate dead buried in Oakwoods 
Cemetery, Chicago, has a debt upon it of nearly 
$2,500, and because of ‘the late subscriptions to 
the said monument fund by the various camps, 
U. C. V., aggregating over $1,800, with promises 
of enough more to enabie the paying off of all 
obligations when caliections shall have been 
made, it isdeemed expedient to defer the dedi- 
catory ceremonies ; therefore the public dedica- 
tion of the Confederate monument in Oakwoods 
Cemetery is hereby postponed from May 30, 
1894, as originally contemplated. The dedica- 
tion of the monument is deferred until such time 
as the structure shail be free of debt, and due 
notice thereof will be published. € ommandants 
of camrs comprising the division will -promul- 
gate the above information to comrades gener- 
ally, and Camp No. 8, additionaily, to G. A. R.

During the trial of Dr. Briggs at W ash- 
ington Dr.. Smith sat with Dr, Briggs’ family 
and intimate friends in the gallery taking 
nove of every argument and apparently pre- 
paring for a similar ordeal this month. 

“If I were Dr. Smith,” said a Presbyterian 
of the moderately jiberal school, ** { would do 
this: I would go to Saratoga, make a brief 
statement—a very brief one—and then let the 
General Assembly do whatit pleased. [am 
not sure what course Dr. Smith will take, but 
he is not naturally a fighter. The very argu- 
ments which were brought out so prominent- 
ly against Dr. Briggs, to the effect that he was 
pugnacious, will all fall flat now, for Dr. 
Sinith is of an extremely gentle spirit, and is 
in no sense a fighter.”’ 

Dr. Craig’s Career. 

The retiring Moderator, Dr. Willis Green 
Craig, the son of William Craig, M. D., who 
had served as a surgeon in the United States 
army in the War of 1812, was born on his 
father’s plantation in Danville, Ky., in Sep- 
tember, 1834. He was graduated from Cen- 
ter College, in. Danville, before he 
was 17 years old, and for seven years was 
associated with his brother in the manage- 
ment of a large piantation. Just before the 
rebellion he entered the Danville Theological 
Seminary, where he came under the instruc- 
tion of Dr. Breckinridge and Dr. Humphrey. 
He was licensed to preach in the spring of 
1861, and began his ministerial labors in 
Keokuk, Iac, in 1862. His pastorate extended 
overatermof twenty years and was em- 
inently prosperous, his church flourishing and 
enjoying many seasons of revival. After the 
reunion of the two schools in 1870 the new 
schoo! church of Keokuk united bodily with 
Dr. Craig’s church without a change of 
pastors, ordinarily deemed necessary in such 
unions, and its members soon became as 
warmly attached to him as the others had 
been. A large parsonage was built in the 
early part of his ministry, and soon after the 
union of the two congregations a new church 
was erected in Gothic style of architecture. 
Dr. Craig exerted great and good influence 
in the cause of religion, and. he took active 
part in laying the foundation of. the 
society in that young and growing State. 
He was especially active in working for the 
interest of the Theological Seminary at the 
Northwest, now McCormick Seminary, of 
which he was a director, and lent important 
aid in piloting that institution through the 
financial difficulties resultmg from the Chi- 
cago fire and the panic of 1873. In 1887 he 
was elected to the Chair of Ecclesiastical and 
Biblican Assembly in this seminary. His con- 
gregation at Keokuk strenuously resisted his 
removal from them, and his presbytery was 
unwilling to part with one whose influencs 
was so potent throughout.the State, and de- 
clined to release him. The following year, 
however, upon the renewed application of the 
friends of the seminary, his congregation and 
consented to his transfer to the 
profestor’s chair. He entered upon his uew 
duties in September, 1892, where he still re- 
mains.

Sirup and Glucose Men Meet. 

The meeting of the sirup manufacturers was 
continued at the Tremont yesterday.

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INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


PROPOSED OHANGES IN THE LAWS 
OF KANSAS. 


State Commissioner Snider Makes Them in 
a Number of BR dations to the 
Legisliature=Rigid Inquiry Into Incen- 
diary Wires Under the Direction of the 
State Is Urged=<KReport Current That 
the Guardian Will Reinsure Its Amer- 
ican Business. 


Topeka, Kas., May 10.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—State Insurance Commissioner 
S. H. Snider today made public the recom- 
mendations which he proposes to make to the 
incoming Legislature relative to the business 
of fire insurance transacted in Kansas by 
insurance companies of other States and 
countries. The recommendations which were 
published in Tue Trisune recently relative 
to life insurance companies by Supt. Snider 
created something of a sensation among the 
life insurance men in Kansas, but his sugges- 
tions in regard to legislation which in his 
opinion should be made on the subject of fire 
insurance is if anythmg more of an innova- 
tion than his first effort, The recommenda- 
tions will be incorporated in his regular an- 
nuat-repert_to the Governor and are as 
follows: 

The insurance department desires to respect- 


fully direct the attention of the Legislature to 
some of the abuses which have crept into the 


business of fire insurance in this State, either. 


trom désign on the part of the companies, or on 
account of the sper methods pursued in the 
transaction of the business it-elf. During the 
last eight years the people of Kansas have paid 
nameati to insurancs companies of other States 
and countries, something above $2,000,000 in 
premiums for protection agannes losses by fire: 
and of this sum there has been annually returned 
to the citizens of this State, approximately, 
$1,000,000 | in a yg of losses sustained. 
Estimating from e most. reliable statistics 
obtainable it is safe to say that 50 per cent of 
the above losses are the direct  § re- 
sult of moral and unknown hazards. My atten- 
tion has been called to the many efforts made by 
managers of insurance companies, and insurance 
Superintendents of other States, to devise some 
feasibie plan which could be enacted into law, 
tending to greatiy check, if not wholly prevent, 
illegitimate insurance losses; as it is patent to 
all who have an understanding of insurance 
business that excessive losses gan only result in a 
high rate of premiums, and premiums are bht 
the tax paid for protection. In calling the at- 
tention of the islature to this particular evil, 
dishonest losses, I desire to state what I believe 
to be a well understood fact, that most of the 
vexatious and troublesome litigation between 
loss claimants and fire insurance companies 
rows out of the very large percentage of fraudu- 
ent losses. It is not too much to say that, insur- 
ance companies employ: skilled adjusters and 
special agents with the avowed object of pre- 
venting the payment of claims against them 
crowns out of fraudulentlosses. It seems possi- 
le to divide the loss claimants into three 
classes, The first comprising those persons who 
sustain loss through their own incendiary acts. 
Second, those who are criminally negligentin the 
matter of precautions against fire. Third, the 
honest loser‘who asks for nothing more or less 
than the indemnity he bought. Therefore it is 
suggested by this department that in order to 
fully protect the honest claimant in his just de- 
mand upon the insurance company, and if possi- 
ble limit the proportion of expense imposed upon 
such claimant by the other two classes, some 
stringent enactments in this line be made. I be- 
lieve it would be wise to relegislate in the direc- 
tion of having in each county a noty im posed 
upon the Coroner of stich county of holding an 
inquest into the origin of fires taking place in 
his county; that such inquest should be con- 
ducted by the County-Attorneys of the various 
counties for the purpose of learning the actual 
cause of said fires: that the findings of such in- 


guess be filed in thé office of the Superintendent of - 


nsurance as a public document for the purposeof 
affording information to insurance companies 
and policyholders; the expense of such inquest 
to be paid out of the moneys collected by the 
Insurance Department. It is confidently be- 
lieved that the enforcement of such alaw would 
have a wholesome effect, not only in preventing 
incendiary fires, but in the prompt detection and 
prosecution of the criminal. Also in order te 
still further diminish the very large percentage 
of losses arising from unknown causes, and those 
out of which the policyholder seeks to make a 
profit, 1a standard form of policy should be 
amepee> the provisions of which should be made 
so clear that the obligations of the parties there- 
to might be easily determined and the possibili- 
ty of realizing profit out of fire losses dimin- 
ished. In the event of the adoption of a standard 
form of policy the department would urgently 
recommend that the cardinal principle underly- 
ing the business of insurance should therein be 
fully realized—i. e.: That persons insuring prop- 
erty subject to loss by fire should carry a propor- 
tion (at least 20 per cent) of the risk themselves. 

The further attention of the Legislature is di- 
rected to our laws concerning the amount of re- 
insurance reserve required of insurance compa- 
nies now operating in this State. Our statute re- 
cites that 40 per cent of the premiums on unex- 
vired policies shall be set aside by the insurance 
companies as a reinsurance reserve liability—i. 
e.: that of every $100 of prehfiums there shall be 
at least $40 kept as a reserve liability until the 
policy expires. This method of computing re- 
serve does not take into consideration the amount 
of liability a company will have to assume for 
any given amount of premium, and two compa- 
nies carrying the same amount of risk but re- 
ceiving therefor different rates of premiums are 
required to have different amounts of reserve 
notwithstanding the liability in each case is the 
same, thereby making the amount of protection to 
the policyholder a variable quantity. The evi- 
dent purpose of our reinsurance reserve legisla- 
tion was to prevent insurance companies from 
expending all of the premiums receivetl by re- 
quiring a portion of the same to be set aside as a 
liability, which, in case of embarrassment of the 
company, might be used for the future protection 
of the policyholders whose policies had not ex- 
pired. In order that this reserve may be more 


equitably apportioned with respect to the liabil- * 


ity assumed, this department would recommend 
that a basis for estimating reserve should be es- 
tablished upon the liability assumed instead of 
ag ineomne  peredree There are some difficulties 

16 Way OL arriving ata proper percentage, 
but it is believed that the companies doing busi- 
ness inthe State would -willingly furnish the 
data from which the proper sum could be esti- 
mated with something like the accuracy obtained 
in the business of life-insurance companies. 

This department also wishes to direct the at- 
tention of the Legisiature to the necessity of 
some legislation concerning the securing of busi- 
ness from citizens of Kansas by companies not 
authorized to transact business in this State. It 
appears to be a fact that not less than $200,000, 
approximately, is expended annually by citizens 
of this’ State for insurance in these “ wildcat” 
or underground companies, which is practically 
worthless. As a matter of protection not only to 
the citizens of thig State but to the companies 
which have legitimately entered the State and 
borne their share of its burdens in the 
matter of taxation it would seem proper that 
this subject receive careful consideration, and I 
recommend that the Legislature declare a con- 
tract made by these ‘ wildcat or underground ” 
companies void, and further that any person act- 
ing directly or indirectly inthe procuring of in- 
surance in such unauthorized companies be sub- 
ject to a fine of not less than $100, or more than 
$500, and imprisonment not less than thirty 
days Dor more thau six months, or both. The 
evil which such legislation would be intended to 
effect is a very glaring one, and the most strin- 
gent enactment in this direction will have a satis- 
factory effect.

TERMS MADE TO MUTUAL COMPANIES. 


Commissioner Durfee Writes Regarding 


Department Rules. 

Commissioner Durfee has written as fol- 
lows with regard to the position of the depart- 
ment regarcing mutual fire companies: 

The fire insurance law of this State requires 
that companies shall hold in reserve a sum equal 
to the whole amount of unearned premiums on 
unexpired risks and policies. This applies to 
stock as well as mutual companies. In case of 
companies which have been in existence less 
than a year 50 ver cent of the amount of premi- 
ums on annual risks does not represent the un- 
earned portion thereof. In these cases the un- 
earned premium is figured on the business by 
months on the basis of 50 per cent on annual 
business. This rule is not restricted to Massa. 
chusetts mutual companies. 


Fire Loss of a Week. 


The fire loss for the week ending with last Fri- 
day is estimated at $3,025,900. The large fires 
contributed $1,184,000 and minor fires $1,891,- 
900. Insurance companies escaped loss on 4 
number of the larger fires and in fact are con;

| LARGE COKPS OF SMALLPOX INSPECTORS. 


Will Overhaul the Sweatshops= 

Twenty-four New Cases, 

Health Commissioner Reynolds yesterday 
secured the services of forty men whose duty 
it will be for the next sixty days to make a 
daily inspection of ‘*sweatshops.”’ These 
men are all physicians or medical students in 
their last year at college. They will be paid 
by the wholesale clothing merchants, who 
have guaranteed a fund of $5,000 for sixty 
days for the purpose. Superintendent Craw- 
ford of the bridewell has discovered a new 
cause for alarm in the smallpox situa- 
tion. The pest-house is situated near 
the bridewell and already there have been 
many cases of the disease in the penal insti- 
tution. These, Mr. Crawford thinks, have re- 
sulted from the fact that all the sewage from 
the pest-house runs through the House of 
Correction. Mr. Crawford sees the greatest 
danger, however, to his charges in fiytime. 
Flies, he says, will swarm through the pest- 
house and will then fly to the bridewell to 
spread disease. As to the bridewell sewer the 
Health Commissioner says he now has a force 
of men connecting the pest-house with the 
Twenty-second street sewer. 

Mayor Hopkins does not think his Health 
Department is given the credit it deserves. 
‘It may be news to many,” he said, ‘to 
know that this last few months more people 
have beén vaccinated in Chicago by tenfold 
than ever before in the history of the world.’’ 

The story that Dr. George Huat of the 
Health Department has been accepting money 
for placing smallpox signs in iaconspicuous 
places is denied by that official. 

“Tt is true,” said Secretary McCarthy, 
“that a saloonkeeper named Zenizek at No. 
601 West Twenty-fifth street did complain 
that Dr. Hunt had removed a sign from the 
side door of his place to the front door. He 
did not say he had paid or offered any money 
to Dr. Hunt for piacing the card on the side 
door. A case of smallpox was found in the 
rear of the house. Heagreed that if he should 
be allowed to run the saloon he would not go 
near his family or allow any one eise to. The 
doctor considered that the contagion could 
not be brought into the saloon under these 
circumstances and agreed to the card at the 
side door. A few duys after Dr. Hunt found

. the Bohemian eating dinner with his family. 


He then ciosed the saloon and put the card on 
the front door, 

On account of the prevalence of smallpox 
in the vicinity of the delivery station at No. 
518 West Eighteenth street the Public Library 
Board yesterday voted to suspend the opera- 
tion of that substation for an indefinite pe- 
riod. The board recognizes the possibility of 
a spread of the contagion by library books 
and is doing everything in its power to pre- 
vent any book being returned to the public 
rooms from smailpox infected homes. 

Surgeon R. W. Woodward, who 1s conduct- 
ing the inspection of outgoing vessels, reports 
that up to Friday evening the number of 
vessels boarded was eighty-two, and their 
crews numbered 1,193 men. Of these 961 
were vaccinated. Twenty-four new cases of 
smallpox were discovered yesterday.

SNAIL SETS ITS PACE. | 


STOOK SPECULATION DROPS TO UN- 
USUAL SLOWNESS. 


Wall Street’s Operations for a Week 
Scarcely Up to Those of a Day, Ordina- 
rilyActivity of Any Consequence Con- 
tinues in Sugar Stock Alone—The Trade 
ofthe Trust on the Tariff Will Hurt the 
West Through Germany's Retaliation= 
Standstill in Railroads. 


Nuw Yors, May 12.—[ Special. ]—The entire 
business of this whole week on the Stock Ex- 
change is poor enough to make one fair day’s 
business on the scale of the old times in Wall 
street, Even the managers of the recently 
active pools have been playimg a waiting 
game, and the result is that quotations 
generally are changed little from the figures 
of a week ago. There has been news of 
various sorts which in ordinary times would 
have affected the market but at this juncture 
there has been no influence exerted by any 
development. 

As has been the case for weeks past trans- 
actions in sugar trust have overshadowed 
other things in the stock market, and that 
dynamite specialty has bobbed around 
responding to causes which have been wholly 
mysterious to the average looker-on. It is 
now promised by the pool in that stock that 
the quotation shall be put to 125 this month, 
and if the pool is not disrupted, if the various 
interests in it play fair with one another, 
there is no reason why the promise of higher 
prices should not be easily kept. The sugar 
trust game has got far beyond anything akin 
to intrinsic values, It has been resolved into 
nothing else than a play of power by the half 
dozen millionaires who have gone into the 
deal and are bound to follow the lead of the 
most masterful manipulator whom the stock 
market has known in years. So far there 
has been absolute good faith shown between 
the big financiers in this movement, though 
ordinarily uf the traditions of the street are to 
be trusted, good faith is the exception when 
so much is at stake. 

On the quiet and from sources not given to 
sensationalism I hear that there is some sort 
of a boom which at any moment may ex- 
plode in sugar trust quarters, but just what 
this mysterious something may be is not dis- 
closed. A good deal of money thes been made 
on paper by the rank and file of the street on 
the sugar rise, for however much there may 
be preachings about the dangers perene as to 
speculation in such stuff. the average Wall 
street man is likelier to try with it than to go 
into Erie, where it is the theory that the whole 
capital stock can he traded in at a variation 
of an eighth. As a matter of fact there are 
more offices on the Stock Exchange havin 
Sugar accounts than probably in any othe 
security. Gamblers like something where 
there is action for the money, They getall of 
that they want in Sugar. 


Tariff Grade Hurts the West. 


Washington news has been suggesting dur- 
ing the week that there was some kind of a 
tangie in the sugar trust tariff program, but 
this has not fooled sensible people. The 
trust will get what it wants, all that it wants, 
from Congress. Ample evidence of this fact 
can be found. Wall street has not established 
alotof expensive brokerage offices at the 
National Capital for ornament merely. The 
new schedule which came in early in the week 
had a vast deal of consequence in it quite out- 
side of the ups and downs of quotations on the 
Stock Exchange—a consequence which is likely 
to be exerted and felt in our Western States, 
Suggestive of this is the fact that imme- 
diately after the introduction of the amend- 
ment on the sugar schedule the German Am- 
bassador at Washington dispatched a special 
messenger to the Capitol for a copy of the 
amendment. It is stated that the German 
Ambassador looks upon the sugar amend- 
ment as a direct slap at Germany, and, con- 
sidering that it is only within a year or so that 
the restrictions against our pork and beef 
products have been removed by .that govern- 
ment, this matter assumes great interest. 
The tariff bill, with its modifications on the 
sugar jschedule, will act as a boomerang 
on Western and Southwestern Senators, 
who in order to retain the income tax 
in the tariff bill submitted to the dictation of 
the sugar trust people; and retaliatory action 
onthe part of Germany against the importa- 
tion of hog products, beef products, etc., is 
sure to follow. This is especially to be dep- 
recated, since it will nullify all the good work 
accomplished by the United States Agricult- 
ural Department after such earnest efforts. 
The income tax may be injected into the bill 
by the assistance of the sugar company, but 
the concession granted the sugar company to 
obtain this assistance will adversely affect 
every farmer and cattle-raiser in the great 
West and Southwest by the restrictions which 
will be placed on their meat product by Ger- 
many in retehation. - 

Another industrial stock which has been 
conspicuuus in the week’s trading along with 
Sugar is the General Electric trust. It hag 
been weak. It ought to be, The future of 
the stuff is hard to calculate on any basis: 
which does not look to a receivership and an 
assessment, During the week we have had 
incidentally the annual report of the Westing- 
house company. It is a clean and clear pres- 
entation of the results of a well-managed 
profitable business, while the Generel Electric 
company’s statement some time ago 
made public for practically the same 
period was a weird tangle that no 
human being could comprehend. The char- 
acteristics of the reports show the marked 
differences that appertain in every depart- 
ment of the business life of the two corpora- 
tions. One is in business to make money, to 
do satisfactory Work, to build up and main- 
tain patronage, to transact legitimate busi- 
ness. The chief end and aim of the other has 
been to print and sell stovtks and bonds, In 
this effort it has from its inception been pretty 
successful, though just now a good many of 
its corporate chickens are commg home to 
roost on slender limbs. Reorganization of 
the General Electric trust would seem under 
all the circumstances to be about as certain 
as anything can be in the financial world, 


Situation in Whisky Trust. 


‘Not much that is. new comes to the surface 
in the stock market end of the Distilling and 
Cattle Feeding company. It seems to be 
about the only industrial dealt in on Wall 
street. whose stock is ownedin bulk by the 
people wio manage the property. It is still 
the fashion of the professional talkers of the 
street to pitch into the whisky trust, and even 
at the present low price there are 
speculators in plenty who are will- 
ing to rush in and sell the stock short, 
expecting apparently that the business of 
the company is going to evaporate over night. 
For the most part, and this is a fair illustration 
of Wall street sentiment’s intelligence, the 
men who are now hammening away at the 
distilling company are the same people who 
were most vociferous champions and backers 
of the stock when it was only a little while 
ago selling 40 or 50 points higher than at 
present) vip om of the situation in distillers 
a prominent Chicago trader says aptly that 
he would rather have the present big short in- 
terest in the stock to buy on than a prospec- 
tive dividend. -Insiders are undoubtedly 
buying tho stock now whenever the shorts 
try to depress it. In a word they 
are giving the shorts all the rope they want 
and are lending them all the stock they need 
for the time. Trade with the company has 
for sometime past been largely profitable 
and as soon asthe tariff bill passes there will 
naturally be a large increase in trade de- 
mands, definite schedules being established. 
Till something definite is done in Washington, 
however, itis hardiy probable that the stock 
market friends of the property are likely to 
exert themselves, but meanwhile on any show 
of weakness the stock seems to be a safe pur- 
chase, and that is much more than can be 
said of most of the other industrial stocks. 

There are also sume reasons for anticipating 
a rise in the market value of iead trust shares. 
The same crowd of millionaires who have 
been exploding sugar trust are interested in 
this stock and if they choose they can lift it 
easily and materially. Their friends are buy- 
ing the stock, and it is confidently predicted 
that a rise of half a dozen points in the 
price can be soon expected. It looks 
as if the speculation of Wall street 
for some time to come would tend 
toward. the industrial shares rather than 
the railroad stocks. They are more easily 
moved, They can be made more attractive. 
For the time, too, they are in many instances 
selling at low prices, having taken heavy pun- 
ishment in last summer’s panic. Thus traders 
who buy to sell again can get chances to 
make handsome turns on their renewed activ- 
ity. But industrials are not intended for the 
widow and orphan. Gentlemen who buy 
them to seil right away ought to have plenty 
of courage. Ther are sensitive plants and 
their values are not of the everlasting sort,

It is the popular 
idea that about the worst things possible have 
already happened that can affect stock values 
and the average stockholder is content to sit 
and wait for something to turn up which will 
have unlooked-for benefits in it. 

It is a doleful thing that Congress has to ge 
poking along at such a slow pace. If t. 
country were only given something definite 
upon which business could be based we would 


not have to wait long fora revival of trade. 


Statesmanship, though, seems to work by the 
week. Gold continues to move out of the 
country. Nobody knows why the international 
¢rade balance is in our favor to the amount of 
about $1,000,000 a day for nearly a whole 
year past. But while we import gold we ex- 
port it. The reason for it is hidden 
and mysterious, but it is evidently a 
reason that is powerful, controlling, 
as it does, our exchange market absolutely. 
The situation makes serious prospects for the 
government financiers, The Treasury’s gold 
reserve fund is down now considerably below 
the $100,000,000 mark, where all the tradi- 
tions of the Treasury require that it shall be, 
More government bonds would seem to be a 
logicai necessity. But who will take the 
bonds? New York bankers say plumply that 
they cannot ve dragged over again by .Secre- 
tary Carlisle. Some opportunities there are 
here for unhappy complications.

In the early days of the settlement of the 
Eel River Valley it frequently happened that 
the Justice of the Peace was also the bar- 
keeper of the town, and soine amusing stories 
are told of the complications resultant from 
this novel com bination of offices. In one in- 
stance the sessions of the court were heid in 
the barroom, and his Honor, who. was a man 
of dignity and resource; drew a chalk line on 
the floor to indicate the separate rooms for 
court and bar. During an impending trial, 
when a recess was taken. the court gravely 
sawtoit that no man took his drink on the 
wrong side of the line. 

The same court-room was once noisily 
a by an honest Dutchman who burst 
orth: 

** Jim,” to his Honor on the bench, * vat 
kint o’ cabbage hev you got to sell?’’ 

‘“*Jim’’ answered that he had no kind and 
the Teuton turned abruptly away and was go- 
ing out when the Sheriff in attendance asked 
the Magistrate if the fellow gught not to be 
‘arresteu for contempt of court. The Justice 
soberly considered for a moment and then re- 
plied in the affirmative, whereupon the stupe- 
fied Dutchman was brought back as a pris- 
oner, tried and found guilty and sentenced to 
treat the whole crowd, his Honor giving a re- 
cess that he might go behind the bar to mix 
drinks,

than the pastoral\ sheep, A coyote’s instant 
suspicion of the most innocent looking trap 
is something to harrow the soul of a herder, 
The plumpest hens aré placed invitingly in a 
convenient coop, ewes and lambs or a sow 
with a litter of young pigs are left in solitary 
pens with holes in \the fences just large 
enough to nudmit the shy murauder, but not 
even his track. will be seen within 300 rods, 

Hunting a coyote with a gun or setting the 
hounds after him are both equally futile, for 
so swift and elusive is this fraudulent beast 
that one such attempt is sufficient to upset a 
man’s temper for.a lifetime) and as for the 
poor hounds, after hours of breakneck racing 
they come back fror the chase so crestfallen 
and sulky that one’s heart aches to see them. 
A “coyote fence’’ made of \close pickets 
surmounted by barbed wire isa Sherwood 
Valley sheeprancher’s ldst resort and an open 
acknowledgment of his inability to kill 
this destroyer of his flock. As \this same 
sheepman, Doc Standley by name, is account- 
ed the best shot in the country, and the owner 
of the best hounds, the erection of this fence 
eloquently testifies to man’s helplessness to 
otherwise cope with the eoyote. 

The term ** Doc,” as applied to this widely- 
known pioneer, is a sobriquet which seems 
to have entirely done away with his real mame 
of Jeremiah. He came to Mendocino forty 
years ago and is famous as a hunter not only 
of wild beasts but of men. During the time 
he served as Deputy Sheriff Doe Standley car. 
ried to successful termination one of the most 
extraordinary manhunting expeditions on 
record. The chase and tinal capture of the 
‘**Mendocino Qutlaws’’ reads like a Mun- 
chausen tale. The outlaws numbered five 
men, including their leader, who was a popu- 
lar resident physitian of Mendocino City, and 
went by the name of Dr. Wheeler. All un- 
known to his confiding patrons the doctor was 
an ex-convict who had served a term in San 
papa for complicity in a stage robbery. 

e had a friend, John Billmgs, to whom he 
addressed the following concise statement: 

‘*] have a rich claim here worth $15,000. 
It can bé worked in two weeks if I have the 
men. I have one good man. Come yourself 
and bring someone you knowand can depend 

> 


on. 

The ** claim " referred to turned out to be 
the Sheriff of Mendocino, County, who was 
soon to make his annual ‘round collecting the 
taxes, and the “good man” one H. E. Brown, 
also well known about town. Billings came 
up on the stage from San Francisco, bringing 
with him Samuel Carr,a murderer who had 
been sentenced to the State Prison for life, 
but who was afterwards pardoned on condi- 
tion that he leave California. never to return. 
These four and a young man named Gaunce 
completed the list of the conspirators who 
had their orders from Wheeler ‘‘ never to sur- 
render but to shoot’’—advice easy to give 
from the cushioned .chair of a comfortable 
down-town office, for. the doctor took no 
active part in -the outrage further than to do 
the planning and supply the ready cash to be- 
gin operations. 

The gang took. up their quarters in a de- 
serted cabin a few miies from Mendocino 
City, and were secretly supplied with food, 
arms, and ammunition by the chief. Here 
they energetically began preparations for the 
long journey contemplated, and their first 
step was to kill a steer for the necessary meat 
they required. While jerking beef they were 
accidentally discovered by the constable, who 
gave some plausible excuse for his intrusion 
and then rode back to town to report to the 
parties who owned the steer. The next day 
in attempting the arrest of the outlaws two 
of the posse were killed and another severely 
wounded. The murderers escaped in the di-

He 
then started up the cafion where the men 
were in ambush, but the mule uséd for pack- 
ing provisions and blankets refused to fol- 
low, and, after considerable vexutious maneu- 
vering, Doc concluded to change his course. 
Gaunce afterwurds confessed that he\ and his 
comrades ** had a bead on that damned Depu- 
ty Sheriff, an’ was only waiting for him to 
come a littie nearer.”’ 

Sometimes the outlaws followed the \road 
for five or six miles, and again they took to 
the roughest guiches and high ridges, but in 
every case were tracked by theintrepid Stand- 
ley. Across the main divide between Mad 
River and the south fork of the Trinity, and 
on over the impregnable topography of the 
Yallo Ballys east to the foothills of Cold 
Creek and somth to the Red Banks, the weuri- 
some chase was kept up until the posse 
divided at the last place and Standley and a 
part of the men went on to Red Biuff.

ANDREW SLOAN DRAPER’S SCHOOL WORK 


Success of the New State University Presi- 
dent as an Educator.

D., 

Superintendent. of the — 

public schools of this 

city, who has recently 

been elected Presi- 

dent of the Illinois 

State University, is 

one of the most re- 

markable men in the 

educational field in the 

United States. He is 

45 years of age, and 

has not by any means 

spent all of his ma- 

tured life in the educa- 

tional work, He is a 

lawyer by profession, ANDREW SLOAN DRAPER. 

and held the ition of Judge of the 

Alabama Claims Court for several years. Mr. 

Draper'is a descendant in the eighth genera- 

tion of James Draper, * the Puritan,’ who 

settled in Boston in 1647. Both his great- 

grandfather and his great-great-grandfather 


were soldiers in the Revolutianary War. 
Josiah Draper Jr., his great-grandfather, re- 
inoved from Massachusetts to Otsego County, 
N. Y., at the close of the Revolution, 
and in that county Mr. Draper was born June 
21. 1848. His parents removed to Albany in 
1855 and young Draper attended the public 
schools of that city, winning a scholarship in 
the Albany Academy in 1863, and graduating 
from that institution in 1866. During the 
next four years Mr. Draper had all his actual 
experience as a teacher, being an instructor in 
the academy and other institutions. In ’71 
he graduated in the law department of Union 
Coliege and entered upon the practice of law, 
which was interrupted in 1884, when he was 
appointed by President Arthur as one of the 
Judges of the Court of Alabama C 
which office he held till the conclusion.of the 
business in 1886, 

In politics ex-J udge Draper was, up to 1884, 
an active Republican, and was one of Senator 
Conkling’s staunchest supporters. In 1884 
he was a delegate to the National Republican 
convention, and was the Chairman of the Sta 
Republican committee ina losing 
campaign of that year. Mr. Draper 
also served a term in State 
Legislature in New York, beginning in 
1880. Dr. Draper’s educational career is as 
follows: In 1878 he was elected asa mem- 
ber of the Board of Education in Albany; in 
1882 he was a member of the Executive com- 
mittee of the State Normal School. In 1886 
Mr. Draper was elected by the Legislature of 
New York on joint ballot as State Superin- 
tendent of Instruction, was reélected in 1889 
and legislated out of office in April, 
1892. He completely reorganized the 
educational system of that State. 
In 1889 and 1890 Judge Draper was the 
President of .the National Association of 
School Superintendents, Mr. Draper’s work 
in Cleveland has been most satisfactory. He 
found the work of public schools of Cleveland 
in a bad condition. A law was secured from 
the Legislature that put the school system of 
this city on a different basis from that of 
any other city in the Union. The old board 
of twenty members which was elected by the 
various wards was abolished and in its stead 
was substituted a school council of seven. 
The executive or business department of the 
board was placed in the hands of a school 
director who is elected for two years. This 
director nominates the School Superintendent 
and he is confirmed by the council. After the 
Superintendent is confirmed the direetor has 
nothing to noe about the selection of the sub- 
ordinate teachers. They are appointed by the 
Superintendent and he is held responsible for 
their work. The Superintendent is made in- 
dependent from the fact that he is appointed 
for life or during good behavior. 

Judge Draper has made a marked success 
of the State Superintendency work and of 
city supervision. His friends have no ques- 
tion in their minds but that he will make as 
decided a mark in the Presidential chair of a 
State. university if he undertakes the work in 
that line. He is a man who is certain to 
make himself felt wherever he may be. 

PLANTING OF COTTON IS RETARDED. 


Unfavorable Weather in Eastern States 
Impedes Work in the Fields, 

Wasuineton, D, C., May 11.—The cotton 
crop report of the Agricultural Department 
for the month of May relates to the progress 
of cotton planting and the contemplated 
acreage. The proportion of the proposed 
breadth already planted on the ist of ._May 
was 81.6 per cent, against 85.3 per cent last 
year, which is a little over four points 
lower than the amount usually planted 
at that date. The delay in Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, Arkansas, and Louisiana was 
caused by the continuous cold weather, 
while in Texas planting was retarded by both 
late cold and continued dry weather. Germi- 
nation has been slow, and the growth of plant 
backward owing to-these facts. Reports 
point to an acreage of 1.9 per cent less than 
last year. The percentages by States are as 
follows: Virginia, 93; North Carolina, 94; 
South Carolina. 93; Georgia, 93; Florida, 
89; Alabama, 98; Mississippi, 98; Louisiana, 
94; Texas, 104; Arkansas, 95; Tennessee, 
95; the general average being 98.62.

FOR NEXT GOVERNOR OF KANSAS. 


Ex-Congressman Morrill Already Assured 
of the Republican Nomination. 

Topeka, Kas., May 11.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}|—There no longer remains 
any doubt as to who the Republican 
nominee for Governor of Kansas will be. 
Three-fourths of the 900 delegates who are to 
take part in the State convention have already 
been elected, and enough of them are either 
instructed outright for E. N. Morrill or are 
known to bein favor of his nomination to 
give him an overwhelming majority if he 
should not have a friend among the delegates 
yet to be chosen. 

The opposition to him has at no time been 
formidable, although at one time when E. 
W. Hoch’s candidacy was announced there 
seemed some likelihood that a strong senti-

ment would be worked up against him. The 
promised strength of Mr. Hoch, however, did 
not materialize. Mr. Morrill will certainly 
be nominated on the first bal'ot, and the 
probabilities are that he will be nominated 
by accla mation. , 

Maj. Morrill has been closely asséciated 
with the history of Kansas since the Territori- 
al days and has been frequently honored by 
the people. He has not only been successful 
in the field of politics but he has as a - busi- 
ness-man and banker amassed a comfortabie 
fortune. Heisa Maine man, having been 
born in Cumberland’ County Feb. 12, 1834. 
He was educated in the Westbrook Academy, 
and developed into a schoo! teacher after hav- 
ing learned the trade of a tanner. ‘He moved 
to Kansas in 1857 and located in what is now 
Brown County at the town of 
Hamlin and erectcd a sawmill, 
He was an active sympathizer with the 
free State party and in 1857 he was elected to 
represent Brown and Nemeha Counties in the 
first free State Legislature that ever met in 
the State and took a conspicuous part in the 
repealing the ‘*bogus’’ laws that had been 
enacted by non-residents and the purpose of 
which was to prevent the growth of tne free 
State party and to aid in the perpetuation of 
slavery. In January, 1858, Mr. Morrill was 
elected a member of tie Legislature under 
the Lecompton Constitution. 

During all of the exciting political battles 
of that period Morrill: continued’ to operate 
his sawmill. When the war broke out he was 
one of the first to enlist. He went to Fort 
Leavenworth and was enrojied as a common 
soldier in the Seventh Kansas Cavalry, Com- 
pany C, Oct. 5, 1861. He served as Sergeant 
until August, 1862, when he was appointed 
Commissary of Subsistence by President 
Lincoln, This appointment was secured 
through Vice-President Hamlin, who knew 
young Morrillin Maine. He was ordered to 
Grant at Corinth and took 
charge of the stores at Forts Henry, Heiman, 
and Donelson. In January, 1864, he was 
sent to Clarksville, Tenn., and ordered to 
make purchases of flour and beef for Sher- 
man’sarmy. On the 20th of October he was 
promoted and mustered out with the rank of 
Major, by brevet, for meritorious conduct. 


. He returned to Brown County and made his 


home at Hiawatha, where he has resided ever 
since. He at first engaged ina general mer- 
cantile business and in 187 lestablished a bank. 
In 1882, when the State was given four ad- 
ditional Congressmen, he was elected one of 
the four Congressmen-at-large. After the re- 
apportionment of the State he was elected 
three successive times froin the First. District 
and refused a renomination in 1890. While 
in Congress he was an authority on pension 
matters and the present pension law bears 
his name, being known as the Morrill bill. 
The advent of the Populists in Kansas and 
the calamity wail that they sent forth resulted 
in bringing Maj. Morrill again into publie 
life. In 1892 his friends prevailed upon him 
ata late day to becomea candidate for the 
Republican nomination for Governor. and he 
reluctantly entered the canvass. He was 
beaten. by.a small majority in the convention, 
and his successful opponent was in turn de- 
feated at the polls. 

Should Morrill be elected Governor he will] 
in all probability bea candidate for United 
States Senator either to succeed John Martin 
or W, A. Peffer. 


ALEXANDER I, AND TALLEYRAND, 


How the Great Diplomat Failed to Get 
Cash from the Czar. 

London Daily News: A letter of Talleyrand 
to Alexander I., dated Sept. 15, 1810, has 
been found (our Paris correspondent telis us) 
in Damelevskie-Michaeloviski papers, with a 
copy of the answer. The famous diplomatist 
wrote to say that in attending to public affairs 
since he had had the honor of meeting the 
Czar at Erfurth he had little by little 
falien into a situation of financial em- 
barrassment. He therefore begged that sov- 
ereign to remit by a confidential secretary 
£60,000 to his credit at the Bank of Beth- 
mann, at Frankfort. Talleyrand also re- 
quested that the secretary should state that 
the money was'due for purchases made by 
the Russian Government from Talleyrand. 
He trusts to the generosity and delicate feel- 
ing of Alexander for the burning, when read, 
of his begging letter. Alexander, in return, 
thanks Talleyrand for the proof he has given 
in thus writing of confidence in him, but he 
does not see how he could give the money 
without rendermg a bad service to the 
person who asks it. Placed by Provi- 
dence in the relation in which he stood to 
Talleyrand—a foreigner whose great talents 
must always render him useful to his country 
—he (the Czar) was obliged to listen to other 
promptings than those of affection. If he 
rendered the service in question, through 
whom could he possibly act without exposing 
Talleyrand to betrayai? Besides, in lending 
himself to it; Alexander would have to depart 


from the rule of pure dnd simple conduct 


which governed his relatiwons with the powers, 
He was therefore obliged to forego, in this in- 
stance, the pleasure of obliging Talleyrand.

Both points have been conceded by 
the department and dry goods stores of York, 
Klein Bros., L. Kiein, S. Klein, Carroll, John- 
son. Lurie & Lotz; and Hayward has) con- 
ceded Sunday rest. In regard to the clothing, 
hats, shoes, furnishing, hard ware, and jewelry 
stores, which now keep open Sunday, 
we are quietly. awaiting the | pass 
age of the ordinance now pending before 
the Council. It will come up tomorrow night 
week, and it has been declared constitutional 
in advance by the Supreme Court, When we 
have got our Sunday from these lines of trade

‘These stores are on an entirely different 
basis from the stores elsewhere. In the stores 
outside the business district the clerks can sit 
down, read newspapers, and smoke when not 
actually employed. But in these down-town 
stores they are on a constant strain from the 
time they take off their wraps in the neranne 
until their hours end. For this reason, an 
because the money already contributed by the 
outside clerks ought not to be used to fight 
the battles of the down-town clerks, the Na- 
tional Executive Board has recommended 
that the down-town clerks be organized sep- 
arately. 

‘Our work for a’ half-holiday includes work 
on the employers and also on the. employés. 
The employers will not be approached until 
nearJune 1, as they:can be cunvassed in a day, 
Our present work is getting the clerks info 
the organization, and this is progressing finely. 
We have already received the clerks of the 
Boston, one-half the clerks of the Bee Hive, 
and one-third the clerks of Siegel, Cooper & 
Co., though Siegel, Cooper & Co, have organ- 
ized a beneficiary association among their 
own employés. That is, they reserve 25 
cents of their pay each week, and give them a 
few dollars a week when sick. 

“ We have two men and three women en- 
gaged in receiving nem bers among theclerks 
and they are meeting with encouragement and 
assistance from the employers. You see, we 
do not meddle with the wage question. Ex- 
cept the matter of hours our work is alto- 
gether of a beneficiary character. The conse- 
quence is the employers encourage us. 

Eneouraged by Employers. 

‘They even permit us now to hold or- 
ganization meetings in the stores after busi- 
ness hours. which they never did before. 
Mandel Bros. have given their consent to 
their clerks joining us. The employers are 
welcome to attend our.organization meetings 
if they wish todo it. 

‘* Among the things the association is doing 
for the clerks, arrangements have been made 
with the Klio club to entertain during the 
day the women clerks who are thrown out of 
employment; and a similar arrangement has 
been made with the Building and Trades 
Council for the unemployed men clerks. 

‘* We are expecting to have a mass-meeting 
at Central Music Hall within two weeks, 
though wetind great difficulty in getting 
speakers who can draw an audience apd who 
will not drop into politics and religion. We 
cleared $200 by our ball last Wednesday 
night, and the money will be applied to the 
maintenance of our organizers. We think we 
are getting along finely.”

The attention of the secretary of: the treasury 
having been called to this matter instructions 
were given to the chief of the secret service to 
notify the manufacturers who have been using 
the diploma on advertisements of the existence 
of this law, and to inform them that any further 
violation of it would be followed by prosecution.

The firms who have advertised that they re- 
ceived awards at the Exposition are almost num- 
berless, but in many cases the announcement is 
fraudulent, and the secret-service officials hav- 
ing received acertified list of awards now pro~ 
pose to prevent any further imposition upon the 
public. They will natify every offender of the 
existence of the law and his violation of it, and

REMNANT OF A ONCE HAUGHTY TRIBE. 


Cree Indians Gathering to Engage in Their 
Brutal Maytime San Dance. 


Great Fatis, Mont., May 7.—[Special 
Correspondence.|—In addition to other con- 
ventions to be held in this city during the 
coming summer a unique occasion will be the 
‘sun dance’”’ of the Crees. About 150 of 
them are already gathered here and couriers 
were sent out today to ‘round up”’ the lodges 
at Assiniboine, Glasgow, Chinook, Garrison. 
Helena, Missoula, and other points, and these 
will make from 6500 to 1,000 participants. 
These Indians are the remnants of those 
tribes which with the half-breeds under Louis 
Riel some years ago made war upon the Ca- 
nadian Government, a war ending in the 
death by hanging of their leader, who for 
many years was a resident and well known in 
this vicinity, and the going forth into exile of 
tneCrees. They are the Ishmaelites of the In- 
dian race to this extent, that although them- 
selves too humble through = starva- 
tion to raise their hand against 
other men, Montana at large does not _hesi- 
tate to raise her hand against them and they 
are driven from point to point inacircle of 
endiess roaming. They make a scanty living 
by the manufacture of buffalo-horn articles, 
and failing in this have resort, pariahlike, to 
the slaughter-houses, the cattle killed by 
trains, and the swill barrels of the white man. 
But the annual “ sun dance”’ they never give 
over, and as they have this year chosen Great 
Falls for its observance the writer sought a 
medicine talk with their Chief, Little Bear, 
to learn its significance and ceremonials. 
Little Bear isan Indian of medium stature 
and heavily. built. His features are 
strong and he impresses you as 
a man of much intelligence. 
He is big medicine man as well as chief, and 
the scriptural centurion. was not more posi- 
tive than is Little Bear in his commands to 
his people. His nephew, Natoos (The Sun), 
will be his suecessor, and he, with Mehewas- 
saki (Big Buffalo Coat), Manitopeshim (God’s 
Son), and Pepaumasowit (English must be 
John Doe, as the Crees cannot tell what it 
means), act as Little Bear’s aide-de-camps. 
At the talk Little Bear was accompanied by 
The Badger, Mistanusk, for the purpose, as 
the interpreter said, of seeing that his words 
were straight. 

‘In the springtime,” said Little Bear, 
** when the children of Manito are sick and the 
grass is coming up and the trees putting forth 
their leaves, we dance the sun dance that we 
may be made well and to thank Manito for 
the things that grow. The priest of the white 
man at certain times fasts for several days, so 
we Crees likewise fast and think of Manito, 
The white man kneels and prays to his God, 
we dance before Manito. It is our 
church and our preaching. The youn 

men listen to me and I n- 
struct them in the ways of our fathers. 
My father and my father-in-law and other old 
men of our race told me,‘*Take our places 
when we afe gone and teach the people to 
make the sundance in the spring, and that day 
the next spring to dance again.’ We Crees 
meet to punish ourselves for sins. For days 
and nights betore the dance we eat’ nothing, 
we drink nothing, we growvery thin. The 
men sit apart on one side of the lodges, the 
women sit on the other. Allthink of Manito. 


‘Then the old men go into the woods and se- 


lecting a growing tree report to the lodges, 
going from tepee to tepee chanting the songs 
of Manito. The people form a procession on 
horseback, the young men with guns and 
bows, and the squaws sitting behind 
them op the ponies. They move 
forward to the tree, and dismounting gather 
about it singing and dancing, As the tree is 
failing the braves discharge their weapons, 
shooting it down to show their happiness at 
the leaves growing again. At the camp we 
get up the tree, making stalisin which naked 
warriors screened to the waist dance until 
they fall and up above we weave a rovuf of 
willows.. When all has been done the young 
men come to me and ask that they may be 
put to the test. I cut slits in the skin of their 
arms, run small sticks through, and 
these drag weights by strings. I 
make medicine over .them, all which 
keeps the wounds from festering. 
We dance two days and nights without stop- 
ping and as one man falls another takes his 
place. Weask that white men keep every 
one from giving our people whisky, as no 
drunken man can take part in the dance.’’ 
Little Bear, on being told that this talk was 
for a newspaper far away, asked, ‘‘ Wash’tom? 


‘Chi’go? N’Yuk?’ and further said that a 


white man had once read a newspaper to him 
which stated that the sun dance wasa war 
dance and he Was yery anxious todenyit. I 
asked him if the Crees could write and he re- 
plied that they could.

It towers upward 
from’ the foundation to a height of 190 {feet 
and is 338 feet long by 89 feet wide, with a 
total capacity of 1,500,000 bushels, which 
completely dwarfs the old elevator of | the 
same company sronge of it with a capacity 
of 1,250,000 ,bushels. The construction 
of the elevator was begun Ded 10 
last and money was not spared 
in pushing it to completion, so as to have it 
ready for the spring trade, ag high as 600 
workmen bemg employed on it most of the 
time. It has its own water supply system, 
its own electric light plant, and its own fire 
protection system, with a complete apparatus 
for extinguishing’ fires should any break out, 
rendering it completely independent in all 
these respects, 


How the Space Is Utilized. 


The main floor of the elevator, where is 
located the machinery for unloading grain 
from the cars, is of such a size that eight cars 
can be run into the elevator and unloaded at 
one time, At the east end there is also a ma- 
rine leg for unloading boats, On the scale 
floor are huge hoppers holding 1,200 bushels 
each, into each one of which can be poured 
and weighed 72,000 pounds of grain ata 
single draft. There are some capacious 
garners on the floor above the scales and pop- 
pies placed over each of the former, every 
one of them calculated to hold within their 
sides a matter of 1,400 bushels. 

Over the garner room is the floor to which 
the grain is elevated and from it distributed 
to the garners, scales, etc.,and away at the 
top there are several immense, boiler-like 
tanks filled with water for sprinkling) pur- 
poses. Then there are 300 yreat Vins in the 
elevator ranged along each side on the lower 
floor and running up to the distributing floor. 

This great elevator has a capacity for hand- 
ling 300 cars a day of all kinds of grain, to- 
gether with a shipping capacity of 200,000 
bushels a day to vessels. The machinery is 
all in and undergomg a test, and the elevator 
will soon be running to its full capacity. 
Every floor is provided with a newly patented 
apparatus for sprinkling and sweeping up the 
dust and refuse of all kinds and conveying it 
to the boilers, where it is utilized for fuel. 


Has Its Own Fire System. 


One of the most interesting features of the 
elevator is the fine system of fire protection it 
has. Itis provided with apparatus for ex- 
tinguishing fires that has a capacity for throw- 
ing water equal to that of two of the largest 
fireboats in Chicago. There isa main sup- 
ply pipe cunnected with the fire pumps run- 
ning the entire length of the elevator, and ex- 
tending from this are four large stand-pipes 
that run to the top of the elevator, while 
thirty sets of 24-inch hose are ready for in- 
stant use. This is all on the inside. | 

For the outside protection of the big struct- 
ure there are three pumps, having a capacity 
of 2,000 gallons of water a minute, con- 
nected with three hydrants similar to those 
in use on fireboats, that can throw a powerful 
four-inch stream‘of water away over the top 
of the elevator. It will thus be seen that the 
latter is well guarded against fire.

FREEDOM WITH THE TEAOHER 


Little Criminals Consider ita Punishment 
to Be Deprived Their Books=Good 
Work the Board of Education Is Do- 
ing=Promise of a New Bailding and - 
the Indeterminate Sentence—Small 
Benny the Type of a Dangerous Class 
A Peep Into the Prison. 

There is at least one public school in Chica- 
go where the pupils consider it a punishment 
when they are not permitted to be present at 


- every session. This school is composed of 
boys from 9 to 17 years of age, and is unique 


jn more particulars than that each and every 
boy counts it a privilege to be present. 

Unlike the playful children of whom Gold. 
smith relates these boys are never “ let loose 
from school,” in fact their nearest approach 
to freedom is being in school. And yet they 
are by no means sad visaged or in any way 
apparently cast down. In fact, observing 
them as they were busy at their tasks it was

dificult to believe they represent the 
Ishmaels of civilization whose hands 
have been against every man’s 
from their earliest recollection. A more 
orderly, bright-faced, tidy set of boys could 
not be found in many a day’s journey. Nor is 
their appearance misleading; they are bright 
and in certain lines industrious. Indeed, 
some of them are eager to furtiveness, 
especially for information in the line of the 
mechanical, and it is astonishing to see the 
drawing in this line which some of them do. 
The toom in which this school is held, 
where it is all work and no play and yet the boys 
are not dull, is quite like any ordinary, clean, 
light, well-equipped school-room which ac- 
commodates from fifty to sixty pupils. There 
is, however, this significaht difference—each 
window is guarded with heavy iron bars, and 
one can neither enter nor leave until bolts 
are drawn by méans of-a brobdingnag key 
worn bright and smooth by use, Every one 


_ of these boys, many of whom are not only 


bright but winning in-appearance, is a law- 
breaker serving out sentence in the bride- 
well. Nota few of them afte quite at home, 
for they have been repeatedly liberated only 


-toreturn ina few weeks. It is not strange 


that they should not mind being here, dear as 
is liberty, especially to boys, for they are 
with probably not an exception better housed, 
clothed, and cared for than they ever have 
been elsewhere,: and ‘since they have this 
school they do not lack the work which is a 
means of happiness and the change which is 
recreative. 

- As they march out from their cells and 
enter their school-room -and as they sit at 
their desks they present quite a military 
aspect from the fact that they are dressed in 


neatly made suits of cadet gray: Supt. Mark 


L. Crawford, who not only is keenly inter- 
gested in boys of this class, but sees the ethical 
side of things with clear insight. planned this 
costume that these boys with almost their 
whole lives before them might not be dressed 
in the regular prison garb.

It is not easy to associate a slender, attrac-

Benny’s 
record. Of this same record he seems, when 
inte ted on the subjeet, to be neither 
proud nor ashamed. With a quiet self-posses- 
on, which many an orator might envy, he 
related that he had served four sentences. The 
first of these was because he was unable to 
pay a $15 fine. The nexttwo were for $25 
each, and the last for $75. Benny can both 
read and write, and is possessed of shrewd in- 
telligence. He had been a pupil in the Gar- 
field School before he became a “ profession- 
al.”” He did not seem to know much in regard 
to his parents and he cared less. It is said he 
belongs to the corps of two women who in- 
struct and operate a gang of young pick- 
ockets who are well known to the police. 
hile these women are known it is pot easy 
to convict them, as it is extremely difficult to 
get evidence ainst' them. As to inducing 
any of the boys. in their employ who are 
caught to give any information, that is out of 
the question. ‘Misleading as are some prov- 
erbs, the one which asserts that there is honor 
among thieves is well founded. One of the 
corner-stones of the peculiar code of honor

Odd as it seems, rere these peculiar peo- 
ple there are those considéred honorable and 
the reverse. Said a famous criminal to Mr. 
McClaughry, in speaking ofa certain mean- 
ness perpetrated by one of his pals: : 

**No honest crook would do such a thing.”’ 

This small Benny is ‘*an honest crook.” 
He willinno way compromise the female 
Fagins who employ him and with whom he is 
sure of a home once he has served out his sen- 
tence. The fact that he is sure of food, 
shelter, and kindly treatment gives him the 
self-possessed independence which distin- 
guisheshim. Italso stimulates him to his 
utmost efforts in what he looks upon as a 
matter of business. Of course he knows if 
he is caught he will be punished, but, accord- 
ing to his ethics, the crime is in being 
caught. His moral standard, if moral stand- 
ard it can be called, is wrong. And this is 
the differenve between the pupils of this and 
other schools. The boys here are possessed 
of as much intelligence, if, indeed, not more, 
than are ordinary schoolboys of theirages, As 
to morai sense, while it cannot be said to be 
lacking, it is so perverted that nothing but a

long course of training can permanently | cor- 
rect the point of view from which these boys 
look at life. This cannot be accomplished 
within. the limit of a bnef  sen- 
tence, even though the conditions be 
as “favorable as it is expected they soon 
will be. These sconditions, which 
Thomas Brenan, Mrs. Caroline K. Sherman, 
and other members of the Board of Educa- 
tion are interested in bringing about as soon 
as possible, will make feasible the indetermi- 
nate sentence. The object of this sort of a 
sentence is to retain the boy until there is 
good reason to suppose that when he is set at 
liberty he will be a reputable member of so- 
ciety. More than this, the young convict has 
the length of his sentence in his own hands to 
a certain extent, as the more credit he gets 
for good behavior ard industry the sooner he 
is liberated. In the meantime he is learning 
cnough to enable him to do something in the 
| way of earning an honest living. 

Being separated from those so long given 
over to bad practices as to be incorrigible. the 
boys wHl not be handicapped by acquaint- 
ances which have proven the downfall | of 
more than one discharged prisoner anxious to 
lead an honest life. Mr. McClaughry tells 
of an incident which happened a few years 
ago that admirably illustrates this point. A 
young fellow whose conduct had been excep- 

‘tionally good during his confinement, at the 
expiration of his time got a position in St. 
Louis and was doing well when one Saturday 
night as he left the place where he was em- 
ployed he was met by a man whose acquaint- 
ance he had made while he was er his 
sentence, The man demanded money of him, 
threatening if he did not disburse he would 
inform his employer that he was an ex-jail 
bird. The young man gave the fellow half 
his wages. In two weeks he came again and 
demanded money, which was given him. After 
this he came every Saturday. To escape this 
blackmailing tax the young man secured an- 
other situation, but it was only afew weeks 
before he was again discovered and was 
obliged to move on. When for the third 
time he was discovered and threatened 
in desperation he wrote to Mr. Mc. 
Claughry to know what he should do. 
Mr. McClaughry wrote at once and 
told him to go to his employer and} tell 
him the whole story and give him as his ref- 
erence for good character and honesty. This 
he did. His employer, who was a sturdy old 
Scotchman, said his reference was good 
enough and told him when his persecutor 
again put.in appearance to ask him to come 
in while he drew his salary. As usual the 
man who had for months been getting part of 
the young man’s earnings’ put in an appear- 
ance at the end of the week. No sooner did 
he enter the office when the old Scotchman 
sprung at him and declared he would break 
every bone in his ogy bx ever he found him 
in that office again. Unfortunately there are 
few such employers as this Scotchman, and a 
man known to bea liberated convict would 
not stand a good chance of keeping a position 
under such circumstances. 

Of course, it is quite impossible to gradea 
school where there isa constantly changing 
procession of pupils. There are just now 
twenty-five boys who read wellin the fourth 
reader and fifteen who read equally well in 
the third. As far as present conditions be . 
mit manual training is being taught. Mr, 
Stritsky, who teaches this department, is a 
practical machinist and his queer pupils 
never weary of studying the bolts, screws, 
and other mechanical appliances which he 
brings ipto the schoolroom. After thorough- 
ly explaining them he has his pupils make 
drawings. Some of the boys go in for archi- 
tecture and draw simple plans for buildings, 

It is a noticeable fact that when these boys 
are dismissed there is not a scrapof paper nor 
a shred of anythingon the floor. . This, re- 
sults from the fact that they are required to 
keep the room clean and in order and are 
therefore most careful about the litter they 
make. At 11:30 o’clock they go to their 
cells for their dinner, and to see them caged 
like animals eating their mutton stew from 
small tin porringers with a bit of bread «is to 
realize how great a privilege it must be for 
them to get out into a light, airy schoolroom.

that the holding was worth $600,000 for rail- 
way terminal purposes. The railway com- 
pany in addition submitted proof that $440,- 
000 had been paid for the property five years 
ago and that $50,000 more had been paid 
out in getting rid of tenants. The experts for 
the elevated railroad company said that the 
property was worth about $200,000, that the 
jury gave a verdict in accordance with their 
opinion. The whole affair goes to prove the 
ciuim made by so many property-owners that 
there are no absolute criterions for establish- 


_ing Chicago real estate values, and also indi- 


eates the unsatisfactory character of expert 
testimony. It is interesting to note the 
manner in which the jury was impressed by 
the efforts of the street railway company to 
prove that nearly $500,000 was paid for the 
property five yearsago. It is evident that the 
company did not make out a satisfactory case 
on this point, as the jury only gave it $200,- 
000 and the use of forty-five feet for a tunnel 
right-of-way, which a number of the experts 
said is worth $13.500 in itself. The jury 
evidently believed with others that there is 
some inside history to the purchase of the 
property for the street railway company. 
In 1889 two brokers here had options on 
the property in question at a purchase 
price of about $250,000. One of them was 
asked by Mr. Yerkes to retransfer the prop- 
erty to the tunnel company at an advance of 
$100,000, the second sale to represent the 
actual cost to the tunnel company. The 
broker who had the option at $250,000 re- 
fused to be a party to the transaction in such 
case, and his option was Jet run out, Soon 
after the property was announced as sold by 
Warren Springer to the tunnel company for 
$440,000. The jury evidently decided that 
while the tunnel company may have been 
charged $440,000 for the property that that 
was by no means the market price of the hold- 
ing at the time,it was bought. 

Building Project to Be Carried Out. — . 


It is said the leasehold interest at the south- 
west corner of Clark and Monroe streets has 
finally been disposed of by H. H. Kohlsaat. 
This corner, fronting eighty feet on Clark 
street and ninety feet on Monroe, was leased 
in 1889 by H. H. Kohlsaat from the Freer 
estate. Last spring it was sublet by him to 
the Galena Building company, represented by 
Adolph Loeb, Gilbert B, Shaw, and W. H. 
Keyser. This company proposed to build an 
office building, and agreed to pay a rental of 
$31,000 for the first year, $25,000 for the 
year ending May 1, 1895, $33,000 annually 
for the next five years, and $40,000 annually 
for the remainder of the term. The sub-lease 
represented a profit to the original lessor of 
@9.000 for the first year aid $15,000 a year 
for the remaining term. It brought the 
square foot valuation up to $110, and 
on account of its peculiar terms 
séme doubt was expressed as to _ its 
being carried through successfully.

They Carry Out the Obligations Made by 
Them Faithfully. 

There is one Chicego building and ‘loan 
association which has great faith in women 
borrowers, Running over an experience of 
eight years the association has not lost a cent 
from its female stockholders, and the secre- 
tary is firmly of the opinion that when & 
woman starts out to secure a home she does 
not cease her efforts until she getsit.

borrower. We had one once who fell behind 
several months, but she kept continualiy com- 
ing to the office and declaring that she w 
come out all right, and she did. That bas 
been my experience with all the women t 
whom we have loaned money.”

WILL HOLD 4,000,000 VOLUMES, 


The New Library Building at Washington 
the Largest Known of Its Kind. 

Kate Field’s Washington: In round num- 
bers the National Library of the United States 
contains 700,000 bound volumes and 200,- 
000 pamphlets, all of which are at present 
crowded into aroomin the Capitol—a room 
which was full fifteen yearsago. Yet the ac- 
cumulation has gone on uctil there is barely 
room to walk about in the library itself, while 
a dozen rooms elsewhere in the building are 
filled with the overflow. With the need in 
plain sighbit took Congress several years to 
make up its mind to erecta iibrary building, 
but finally in April. 1886, it decided to do it. 

A site was chosen on Capito! Hill, directly 
east of the Capitol itself. and $550,000 was 
appropriated for its pnreéhase. Forty or fifty 
buildings had to be removed before excava- 
tions could be. made for the foundation. It 
took 2,700 feet of fencing twelve feet high to 
inclose the ground, and it was nearly four 
years after the fence was built before any part 
of the building was visible over its top. There 
is a great deal of the library—470 feet long by 
340 feet wide. It covers 111,000 square feet of 
ground and will be 140 feet in height from the 
ground to the top of the dome when finished. 
That is, next to the Capitol, it will be the 
largest edifice in Washington and the largest 
library building in the world. 

When Congress did decide to do the work it 
was pleased to have it done well. The ut- 
most care was used in securing a firm founda- 
tion, and the best of material has been put 
into the superstructure. All the material is 
of home manufacture except the white 
enameled brick. When the contract was 
made in 1888 no enameled brick were 
made in this country—certainly not in 
sufficient quantities. Several States are 
represented in the construction of 
the library building. New Hampshire and 
Maryiand furnish the granite; the structural 
iron. work, came from Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, and Indiana, the ordinary brick are 
made within the District of Columbia, and 
the floor tiling comes from Massachusetts and 
Vermont. “The new library building,’ de- 
elares Mr. Spofford, *‘ will suffice for 150 
years to come. When finished it will hold 
4.000.000 volumes—nearly 50 per cent more 
than are now embraced in any library in the 
world.”’ In national libraries France now 
leads the world. Hers contains a ful million 
more volumes than that of Great Britain— 
the next largest. Germany is next in rank 
and Russia is fourth. The United States comes 
next in order. . ‘

Depression in General Railroad Affairs 
Helps the independent Car Vompanies= 
Demand for Calumet Canal and Dock=— 
President Barber's Errand Abroad= 
Future of the Money Market=New York 
Bank Statement—Clearings Far Below 
Last Week. | 

Holders of Street’s Stable Car stock are ex- 
pressing) much satisfaction with the present 
situation. Unlike the holders of most cor- 
poration securities they are presented with ex- 
tremely) satisfactory showings of ; earnings. 

The earnings of Street’s Stable Car company 

for April were not only latger than for April 

last year but were larger than for the corre- 


‘sponding month in any previous year of the 


company’s history. The great depression in 
the price of grain has had a peculiar effect 
upon the business of this company. Rather 
than sell grain at such low prices the farmers 
have fed more stock than usual and the Stable 
Car company appears to have been reaping 
its full share of this increase. 

In still another direction the Stable Car 
company has gained by circumstances which 
have brought depression elsewhere. A year 
or sO ago there was much talk on the part of 
some of the Western. railroads regarding their 
plans for building stable cars of their own and 
for throwing off their lines the cars of foreign 
companies. The financial troubles of the last 
year andthe position the railroad companies 
in, where they are 
forced to cut expenses to the lowest possible 
point, make them welcome, rather thah oppose, 
the use of stock cars belonging to a foreign com- 
pany. It iscertain that noneof the Western 
roads are in a position to undertake a great deal 
of unnecessary car construction and tne depres- 


‘sion that has put the railroads in sifeha plight 


is acting directly to the benefit of the inde- 
pendent car companies. 

Something is going on in Calumet Dock which 
promises good things for the stockholders. Just 
what it is remains a profou secret so far, but 
there has been a quiet picking up of the stock by 
insiders, which has gone on without any brass 
band accompaniment to attract the public at- 
tention. The price of stock poserees was par- 
ticularly firm, the quotation being pushed up to 
58 and that price was bid for a considerable 
amount. : 

One of the theories about the distribution of 
the much talked of North Side surplus is that the 
stockholders will receive it in the form of bonds 
on suburban electric lines. It is a fixed policy of 
the management that the lines of North 
Chicago proper shall not} be extendsd, as 
have been the South Side lines, to an ex- 
tent that it makes the haul so long as to become 
unprofitable. Instead of that the plans rather 
take the direction of controlling separate com- 
panies like the Evanston Electric road. It is 
pretty generally known that the control of that 
property has been absolutely acquired in the in- 
terest of the North Sidecompany, and one of the 
guesses as to the distribution of the North Side 
surplus is the bonds of the electric company will 
be given to the North Side stockholders to repre- 
sent the outlay in the acquisition of the trolley 
line. Such bonds might even! be guaranteed by 
the North Sidecompany and thus made first- 
rate security while still accomplishing the ob- 
ject of keeping the companies so distinct as to 
permit the charging of two fares.

There is one Chicago banker who has got a 
theory all nicely worked out as tothe future of 
the money market and his predictions heretofore 
have been shrewd enough to make the theory 
well worth considering. 

**Importers have been buying next to nothing 
at all,” this banker says. ‘“‘while they have been 
waiting for the outcome of tariff legis!ation. 
The moment that is settled you will see the great- 
est sort of rush for importations. This will take 
money and I look for it te starta flow of gold 
outof the country at just the time when we 
would ordinarily be expecting our exports of 
gold to cease. A heavy export of gold means a 
further reduction of the government's reserve, 
and that is so low now that I shall be sur- 
prised if another bond issue of at least $100,000,- 
000 is not forced on the administration. With a 
heavy export of gold and the issue of $100,000,- 
000 of government bonds, the congested condi- 
tion of our money markets would quickly give 
way to a demand that might possibly reach even 
stringency. I think, therefore, that the low ra 
for money now prevailing will last but a com- 
paratively short time, and that we will see heavy 
gold exports prolonged beyond'the usual period 
and a money market that will respond to that sit- 
uation with much higher rates. To goa step fur- 
ther, an advance in rates here will attract for- 
eign money, and as it is the withdrawal of for-

Costikyan was the 
gentleman’s name, and when in the land of 
Abdul Hamid IJ. he wore a red turban and 
observed prayers. While in Chicago, how- 
ever, Mr. Costikan devoted himself to a rug 
department, and a valuable man he was as 
long as he remained. Mr. Costikyan had the 
faculty of delving into quiet little Turkish 
villages and there bringing forth mest 
wonderful productions in the way of 

was some years ago, when 
rich could buy them, 
Costikyan brought in large 
sums of money. Somehow or other 
there came up a dispute with the govern- 
ment about peculiarities of duty valuations 
and the usefulness of Mr. Costikyan was cut 
short. So the Turkish member of the big 
firm dropped out. 
Mohammedan Turks in Chicago and about 
1,500 residents who acknowledge Abdul 
Hamid II., but are more properly Syrians 
and Armenians.

Every child in the kingdom must be 
taught to read and write, by government 
order—and then you think our nation is be- 
ginning to die! Why, we are just beginning 
to live!’ 

The Chicago Turk is a commercial nomad. 
With his pack on his back or over his arm he 
travels with restless feet over much country. 
He calls Chicago his home, but is little here, 
as the country towns furnish him a more 
ready sale for his wares, The Smyrna rug is 
the Turk’s staple article of commerce in this 
country. American skill has not yet been 
able to rival the deft fingers of the Turkish 
women, and as yet the children of the Otto- 
man empire have a monopoly of the business. 

The Turk in his Chicago home is a quiet 


‘and orderly resident.. He iikes to have his 


y seated near him and his little ones 
b cen and then enjoy a dish which he can’t 
secure when away. Itisa peculiar mutton stew 
served on a broad dish with a large circle of 
rice inclosing it.

Far from home umid 
strange surroundings they naturally cling to- 
getter and the helping hand is con- 
stantly outstretched. Like the genuine 
Turks they also are itinerant merchants 
and every morning a horde of meh, women, 
and children start out! with their notions— 
knickenacks of all kinds—for a weary tram 

over the city. Most of the men who sell co 


here of immigtants are among the brightest 
in the public s¢hools. The young folks enter 
every branch of progressive trade and the 
professions and they evidence a tendency 
to excel. More money is sent home by 
Italians than by any other class of foreigners, 
They hold in reverence the old folks, who love 
to read of their children achieving compara- 
tive fortune and contentment in the New 
World. 

There are yet some ugly features of local 
Italian life which are giving the authorities 
vonsiderable trouble. There is a sluggish 
tendency to introduce the padrone infamy 
here, but it is watched so closely that if it 
does appear it is only as 4 shadow. The Hu-

are either Syrians or Armenians, The income 
from such a business is exceedingly erratic 
but if one member of the community should 
have a bad week his more fortunate breth- 
ren are always willing to assist. 

The Syrians speak the pure Arabic, that 
which you will hear about Jerusalem. The 
Rev. Father Sarvaya exercises great influence 
amongthem. He isia regularly ordained 
priest of the Catholic Church and discourses 
every Sunday in Arabic to his followers at St. 
John the Baptist’s Church at Franklin street 
and Charles place. Father Sarvaya 
was born in -Fabley, a town on 
Mount Lebanon. He preached for fif- 
teen years in the Sultan’s dominions, 
but was sent to Chicago by Gregorios the 
First, Patriarch of the Orient at Damascus, 
Gregorios learning that the little community 
here was without a spiritual adviser. Father 
Sarvayais a man of unusual intelligence, The 
Revs. Elias Missallam and Khalil Sayiddah 
look after the Protestant end of the commu- 
nity. One of the brightest of the Arabians is 
Abraham Farres Datirauge, a merchant 
whose headquarters are at Wauseon, O., but 
whose business keeps him in Chicago a great 
portion of the time. Dahrauge is 23 years of 
age and has only been in America three years, 

et he writes and speaks excellent English. 
The community received great impetus from 
the Worid’s Fair. Many of the Syrians are 
now in San Francisco attending the Midwin- 
ter Fair. | 

A unique but bloodless war was waged for a 
long time in Chicago between the Greeks and 
Italians. Garibaldi’s countrymen finally had 
to acknowledge defeat and retired from _ the 
field. Ten years ago three-fourths of all the 
fruit peddlers in Chicago were Italians, but 
now not 5 percent of the business is con- 
ducted by ftaliand. The fruit business, whole- 
sale and retail, is now practically in the hands 
of the Greeks. Somehow or other the Greek 
began to usurp the field of the Italian in the 
fruit trade, and whether or not they possessed 
more patience, the Italian has been forced to 
seek other occupations. The Italians are 
very sensitive on this subject and now take 
the stand that their countrymen retired from 
the fruit business in Chicago becauss it * dis- 
graced’? them. It was a case of 1,500 Greeks 
fighting 18,000 Italians, for there are that 
number of each in thecity. The Italians, 
however,.had a foe worthy of their steel, for 
the majority of the Greeks in Chicago are 
Spartans. Think of the descendants of those 
famous warriors of old being fruit peddlers! 

A sunny-eyed young |Greék was observed 
the other day reading a well-thumbed book 
while looking after his collection of bananas, 
oranges, etc. When asked what he was read- 
ing he held out the volume, and it proved to 
be a college text-book on ancient Greek myth- 
ology. When the young fellow was asked if 
he could read the ancient Greek he attempted 
to give an explanation. ' He managed to con- 
vey the idea that the ancient Greek stood in 
about the same relation’ to modern Greek as 
the writings of Chaucer compare with latter- 
day English, ana that he could manage to 
stumble through it. 

The Greeks have a church at Randolph and 
Union streets, where they receive spiritual in- 
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struction Sunday morhing. Many of them 
are Catholics, yet|there are quite a number of 
Protestants, They havea benevolent organi- 
zation valléd the {Society of Lycurgus.”’ 
Recently a tenement house inspeetor found 
geventy-nine Italian families occupying a 
single dwelling. The lower order of ltalian 
seemis to find something refreshingin this 
kind ofa life. If he were to be offered a pair 
of clean sheets every night, it is probable 
that he would deem their use sinful folly, 
Down in Cheyenne, from Van Buren to 
Twenty-second street, and from Dearborn to 
Fifth avenue, is|;the home of the Italian 
laborer. Cheyenne today has just as ugly an 
undercurrent of ¢rime and wickedness as it 
had years ago during the construction of the 
Union Pacific’ railway. Those were the 
palmy days of the évil-eyed Italian brigands, 
many of whom fied tothis city after cutting 
an uncomfortable quota of human throats in 
Italy. Policemen at this. period did 
not dare to enter Cheyenne alone 
at night. They) used to march along 
in squads in charge of a Sergeant. Dozens 
of the bad Italiars weredisposed of by. the 
law’s methods until Cheyenne is out- 
wardly peaceful. The Italian citizen of Chi- 
eago, however, is one of the most promising 
the city holds. The first generation is a little 
sodden perhaps—what else can be expected 
from poverty ignorance—but the second 
generation is a reyelation as to the effects of 
a liberal government on the human mind. 
There is a sturdy vein’ of. innate intelligence 
in the Italian af se and the children born 
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in a dark stairway is a bundle of “last 
papers’ and the work isnot given up until 
the streets become practically  de- 
serted. Several of these children have 
been arrested along with their parents, but 
the children have always been properly 
coached as to what tosay in court. They tell 
the Judge that they sell papers because they 
** like it,’’ and not because their parents make 
them. As nocruelty can be proven against 
the parents the case falls to the ground. There 
are also reguiar training schools on the West 
Side in the vicinity of Clinton and Canal 
atreets, near Polk, where children are taught 
to play the tambourine, accordion, and other 
instruments for street usefulness. An Italian 
organ-grinder was asked how much he made 
aday. He answered: 

‘* Me makah 100 square-ah a day and geta 
four cents a square-ah. Me do-ah alright.” 

The upper class of the Italians, however, 
look down upon these humble toilers and 
deny that they are representative of Italy. 

What a far different kind of life is found 
further down on Canal street—say near Fif- 
teenth. Here for several squares isa Chicago 
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Bleecker street, the home of the wrangling, 
sharp-eyed Polish Jew. Thousands of them 
live in the vicinity and clothing merchants and 
tailors abound. The Polish Jew is a curious 
entity. They are found tangled up in the 
most extraordinary affairs and their charch 
disputes at times become positively unique. 
The Poles have become a power in Chicago 
and it is rare that any election ticket is made 
up without the name ofa Pole found there- 
on. Many of them have filled’ many im- 
portant city offices with credit and dignity. 
The Pole is quick to absorb ‘the American 
spirit. His native land having been segre- 
grted by Russia, Austria, and Germany he 


‘feels that his country’s national independence 


is gone forever and he consequently enters 
with enthusiasm on his new existence. The 
Poles enter almost evéry class of business and 
seem to hold their own. They have a dozen 
churches and as many organizations, benevo- 
lent, etc. There are probably 60,000 of 
them in this city.

all but forgotten.

THE KEARSARGE ON THE REEF.

evening of Feb, 2. 


So great was the feeling of regret that swept 
over the country at the news of the loss of the 


‘famous old ship that Congress authorized an 


appropriation to see if it were not possible to 
raise the boat and bring it once more into 
port. The Boston Towboat company received 
the contract, and its steamship Orion, under 
the command of Capt. Smith, was immediate- 
ly putinto service, fitted out with ail the 
necessary wrecking apparatus—boiilers,pumps, 
engines, diving gear, etc.—and with a large 
crew proceeded at once to the scene of the 


wreck. So much of late has been written 


about the history of the old Kearsarge and the 


tumble the men over, carrying them quite in 
another’direction. The crews worked at these 
two pieces of wreck all the day,a mile away 
from the point where the Kearsarge struck. 

Capt.-Taylor, one of the natives, a man 
standing 6 feet 7 inches, rowed a party along 
in his dugout to the key,a mile from where 
the Kearsarge struck. This key is a stretch 
of sand and brain coral, thirty or forty acres, 
perhaps, rising out of the water a matter of 
seven or eight feet, with not a living tree, 
shrub, or plant to be seen on it save a species 
of hurdy rose. The headquarters of Admiral 
Stantoa were still standing, for it was on this 
wilderness in the midst of the. waters that the 
officers and the crew of the Kearsarge lived 
for more than eight days, until taken off by 
the City of Paris and brought to America. 
As one stood at the entrance of these quar- 
ters and looked at the sand it seemed to move, 
‘*Q, it’s only the crabs,’”’ laughed the Lieu- 
tenant, who was in the party. ‘* Sometimes 
in the night they used to turn up in such num- 
bers as to fairly drive us out.”’ 

Admiral Stanton has certainly hada yariety 
of experiences within the last year, but it is to

From all reports this looting 
and burning had beén done only ten days or 
so before the Orion arrived, possibly in ex- 
pectation of its arrival, for when the expedi- 
tion reached Roncador, a fleet of small 
schooners was found whose crews, ostensibly 
fishermen, were busily at.work on what bits 


be doubted if he ever had more unique quar- 
ters than on the reef of Ronecador, in the Ca- 
ribbean Sea. The interesting thing of the 
island, besides the well of fresh water that bub- 
bled up between the sand, a trifle brackish 
but otherwise palatable and even refreshing 
in the hot sun, was the miliions of birds, 
birds, birds, everywhere.

As the result of efforts put forth by the 
Church Music School at Regensburg and the 
St. Cecilia Society there is a decided tendency 
toward the elevation of church music through- 
out Europe. The recent Palestrina celebra- 
tion in honor of the three hundredth anniver- 
sary of the great composer has awakened a 
freshened interest in his works that must 
ultimately tend to the elevation of church 
music. In speaking of the rtvival of a purer 
style in church music 4 writer in Donahoe’s 
Magazine of’ the number of the current 
month says: 

The opera style is adopted for church work 
even by well-meaning and bigbly gifted so-called 
church composers;in many cases it is the emp- 
ty, sentimental, and silly modern ballad that has 
supplanted the old song of the church. 
A revival of: real church art means 
a | retirn to the true source of 
sacred music, the Gregorian chant, and to the 
masterpieces of the golden age of church music, 
particularly to those of the two great luminaries 
of the musica! firmament, Palestrina and Lassus. 
That movement is: now in Germany an accom- 
plished fact through the efforts of the church 
music school at Ratisbon and the St. Cecilia 
Society. 

This society has recently issued the com- 
plete musical works of Palestrina in thirty- 
three volumes as the most appropriate monu- 
ment to the memory of the great musician.

“Suffer little children to come unto me.” 
Necessarily there tnust be sad symbols, for 
the child learns that she can enter into a life 
hereafter only through the gates of Ceath. 
The Savior she sees in her visions is not the 
Christ we worship, but the being her imagina- 
tion paints. The intense love the child ex- 
presses for Jesus in all her dying moments, 
even in her delirium, is a manifestation of 
the power of Christianity that in its enact- 
ment is more effective to the many than all 
the sermons that may be preached today 
against ‘‘ Hannele,”’ 


OTIS SKINNER IN NEW PLAYS. 


“ His Grace de Grammont” Will Take if 
It “Acts” as Well as It Reads, 


Mr, Otis Skinner is fortunate in securing 
‘* His Grace de Grammont,’”’ Clyde Fitch’s 
new play about the cavalier of the reign of 
Charles II., whose book of “ Memoirs.”’

RECORD OF DEATHS BY LYNCHING. 


Charleston (8S. C.) “Newsand Courier” Makes 
Comment on “The Tribune’s” Tab. 

Charleston (S, C.) News and Courier: Tue 
Cuicaco Trrpune has been keeping a record 
of lynchings and finds that 200 persons suf- 
fered death by such violence in 1893. Two 
hundred persons put to death by ‘‘the mob” 
in one year in our highly civilized country is 
a large exhibit and a bad one for us. Prob- 
ably so many persons have not bvéen lynched 
in Europe in 200 years. Probably not so 
many in idol-worghiping China, with its 
population counted by the hundreds of 
millions more than ours. Probably not 
s0 many in the revolutionary and un- 
progressive countries to the south 
“of us,’’ which we are so fond of patronizing. 
Probably not so many were lynched in Africa 
in the same year—that is, put to death by the 
crowd without the formality of trial and con- 
demnation after the requirements of the local 
codes of that country. It is probable, in short, 
if not certain, that vur most Christian and 
cultivated Republic beat the world last year 
in the matter of. executions of criminals and 
supposed criminals by persons acting in the 
name of justice and without warrant of law. 

Two huhdred lynched persons, men and 
women, killed by their neighbors for real or 
fancied offenses, if. brought together and ex- 
hibited in a group. would make a ghastly 
‘*mob”’ of themselves. Few of the ‘** appalling 
disasters”’ incident to our civilization, such 
as railroad wrecks, and burning hotels and 
theaters, and tornado visitations, and coal 
mine explosions, etc., humber so many 
victims in the course of a year. Yet 
the public reads the dead rolls of 
these disasters with shudders and cries 
of pity and protest that such things 
can be, and our lawmakers are moved to pass 
laws to prevent their recurrence, . while we 
pass over the count of the victims of the mob 
without comment and without much concern. 
The Chicago paper's statistics have scarcely 
attracted passing attention. We have come, 
in the course of the development of our much- 
vaunted civilization, to regard lynching as a 
feature of it—to be regretted, perhaps, but to 
be endured without excitement and without 
undue exertion to institute reformatory con- 
ditions. 

Tue Trisune is doing a good business, 
therefore, in simply gathering the statistics 
of the evil, bringing them together and print- 
ing them in a bodyfor the public informa- 
tion. A lynching here and a lynching there 
every day orso makes but little impression 
onthe public mind. The record is not so 
bad when we take it in broken doses, It ap- 
pearsin its true light when we count 200 
lynchings during the year 1893, and are re- 
minded that this number is only less than 
was reported for 1802. The light grows 
stronger yet when we are further reminded 
that about 2,000 men and women are known 
to have been put to death by mobs in this 
country during the last twelve years. It was 
an “appalling calamity’’ when the sea de. 
stroyed so many lives on our coast last fall. 
It is a great evil that the mob has destroyed 
two or three times as many during the last 
dozen years, and that no steps have been taken, 
or are being taken, to stop the steady growth 
of the recerd year by year, week by week— 
almost day by day. 

There appears to belittle or nothing gained 
for the cause of lawand order and higher 
civilization by newspaper sermons delivered 
against the evil. It has grown in spite of all 
the protests that have been spoken or written 
against it. The effective remedy has not 
been found, evidently. The mob spirit 
‘is stronger, if anything, than it was 
a score of years ago, or a dozen 
years ago. The practice of lynching is 
spreading over a larger area of the country, 
is extending to States and comiunities hither- 
to nearly strangers to it, and is finding those 
to justify 1t whose duty is to condemn it. 
What the remedy is, we shall not attempt to 
say here. Platitudes on the subject are weil 
worn out. The people of the country who 
desire a different and a better condition of 
affairs must begin to do their own thinking— 
and acting. The newspapers evidently cannot 
work the needed cure unaided. The best they 
ean do, it appears, is to put the subject before 
the thinking and law-abiding and God-fearing 
people in a way to compel their attention and 
reflection, and their action if possible, and Tue 
Txipuve is doing good work on this line. Its 
statisti¢s 6f the evil arte sermons enough for 
the whole country, and they should impress 
us in the South, if they do not, when we learn 
that they are drawn for the most part from 
our territory.

LIFE IN THE PLANETS. 


MARY PROOTOR WRITES OF LIFE IN 
MEROURY, MARS, AND SATURN. 


What the Astronomer Knows of the Con- 
ditions Governing Existence in Those 
Strance WorldseSeas, Continents, and 
Atmoxsphere Are Assured=Jupiter, the 
Giant of the Solar System, Uninhabitable 
=The Ringed Pianet More Important 
in the Scheme of Creation than Earth.

Qne of the most interesting problems in the 
fascinating study of astronomy is with regard 
to life in.other worlds. Why should our little 
globe be the only inhabited spot amid the 
myriad suns and systems which fill the crowd. 
ed regions of infinite space? Then, again, if 
our earth is inhabited, why should not the 
other planets of our solar system be inhabit- 
el? On our planet earth, air, and water teem 
alike with life. Ne peculiarities of life seem 
to banish life, for it exists here in all places 
and under all circumstances. In choosing a 
planet for a dwelling place—that is, for peo- 
ple constituted as we are—‘et us see what our 
chances for success would be among the 
planets of the solar system, 

Mercury, the near neighbor of the sun, 
would give us a warm reception, for the rea- 
son that this planet receives ten times more 
light and heat from the sun when nearest to 
him than we do. When removed to his great- 
est distance (his path being eccentric), the 
light and heat are reduced by more than one- 
half. Even then the sun blazes inthe skies 
of Mercury with a disk four and a half times 
larger than that which he —_ to the ob- 
server on our earth. The Mercurial year lasts 
eighty-eight days, or rather less than three of 
our months, making the seasons only three 
weeks long. As a result of the immense 
amount of light and heat poured upon the 
planet by the sun the vegetation ard flora on 
Mercury would be entirely unlike that on our 
earth. 

In Poubt as to Seasons, 

We are left in doubt as to the seasons on 
Mercury, but supposing the axis were so 
placed that perpetual spring reigns on the 
planet—that is, that the days and nights are 
at all times and in all places equal—yet his 
varying distance from the sun would give 
changes of temperature quite as marked as 
those which characterize our temperate re- 
gions, and very much more marked than 
those known in our tropical regions. Unless 
Mercury has atmospheric protection, the heat 
would be four or five times greater tuan that 
of boiling water at the tropical regions, It 
would be useless for a Mecurialite to seek the 
shade, as the id would .be go intense that 
it would scarcely compensate for the intol- 
erable heat. Apparently, the polar regions 
would be the only habitable spot in Mercury. 
People living at the north pole and desirous 
of visiting their friends at the south pole, 
could travel over the dangerous portion of the 
hot zone during the course of the Mercurial 
night. Or some ingenious Mercurialite might 
construct a tunnel from the north pole to the 
An ocean 
trip down south would be an utter and physi- 
cal impossibility, from the simple fact that 
the sun’s heat at the tropical zone would be 
sufficient to boil any water’ which might find 
its way there. This is ail very interesting 
news, but would scarcely Convince a mortal 
on our earth that a residence on Mercury 
would be more desirable than a residence 
here on earth. 

The Twin Sisters of Terra. 

We can trace many points of resemblance 
between Terra, our earth, and her twin sister, 
Venus. This beautiful little planet has a 
year of 224 days 17° hours, very nearly; 
her day is thirty-five minutes shorter than 
ours and her globe is sémewhat smaller than 
that of the earth. As Venus is nearer to the 
sun.than we are the héat at the equatorial 
regions would be almost unbearable, but the 
climate in the temperate and subarctic re- 
gions may be better adapted to our require- 
ments. The polar regions might correspond 
to our temperate zones and be the abode of 
the most active and enterprising races exist- 
ing upon her surface. Just as we are assur- 
ing ourselves that here we might find a de- 
lightful.abode we are dismayed at the follow- 
ing theory advanced by observers of some 
eminence: According to their theory the axis 
of Venus is inclined only 15 degrees to 
the plane of her orbit, in which case a most 
complicated state of affairs would exist upon 
that planet. 

The extremes of heat and cold near the 
poles would be so great as to destroy nearly 


every race of human beings subsisting upon | 


the earth. The extremes of climate at the 
equatorial zones would be equally trying to 
terrestrial races, whilst the wide zones which 
are at once tropical and arctic would have 
climates ranging between the two limits 
just considered. If they lived near the equa- 
torial regions they would suffer from the ex- 
treme of climate, whilst the inhabitants 
near the polar regions would havea summer 
even more terrible than the polar summer, 
and a winter scarcely less dreary and bitter. 
Fortunately, astronomers are far from ac- 
cepting with confidence the assertions of 
these observers who have assigned so remark- 
able an inclination to Venus. If her inclina- 
tion at all resembles that of the earth there 
is every reason to believe that her inhabitants 
algo resemble those of the earth. Had Venus 
a moon we might doubt whether in the whole 
universe two orbs exist which are so strikingly 
similar to each other. 


Mars, the Miniature Earth. 


We seem to know more of Mars than of 
any other member of the selar system. be- 
cause he is seén under much more favorable 
conditions than Venus. His seasone closely 
resem ble those of the earth in character. His 
day isabout forty minutes longer than our 
own, but his year is nearly twice as long as 
ours. There are oceans and continents on 
Mars, and he has an atmosphere such ag ours. 
Clouds form there, snow falls, and ice and 
snow gather at the poles during the winter 
time, and are partially melted during the sum- 
mer months. Processes are seemingly at 
work out there modeling the planet and mak- 
ing it a suitable abode for living creatures; 
and yet this does not necessarily imply the 
existence of such creatures. But shall we 
recognize in Mars all that makes our own 
planet so well suited to our wants—land and 
water, cloud and sunshine, snow and ice— 
without believing further in the existence, 
either now, or in the past, or in the future, of 
many forms of life? 


Jupiter, the Giant. 


We now come to the noblest of all the plan- 
ets—Jupiter, the giant of the solar system. 
When we contemplate the stately motion 
with which he sweeps round his orbit, and the 
rapidity with which his vast bulk whirls 
round uponits axis, when we observe the 
symmetry and perféction of the nobie family 
of satellites which circle round him we are 
impressed with the feeling that here we have 
the prince of all the planets, and that he must 
be inhabited by races superior in intelligence 
to any which people our earth. His diameter 
is eleven times as large as the earth’s, and his 
surface is 115 times larger. Gravity at his 
surface is about two and a half times as great 
as on our earth, so that creatures such as ex- 
ist on our earth would find their weight more 
than doubled if remoyed to Jupiter. Conse- 
guently the idea entertained by some that 
Jupiter is peopled by giants fourteen feet 
high must prove a fallacy. Should such be. 
ings exist on the planet Jupiter they would be 
oppressed with the insupportable burden of 
their own weight. 

Jupiter being five times farther from the 
sun than our earth, the amount of light and 
heat received from that orb is reduced to 
about one-twenty-fifth of our supply. There- 
fore, some writers have surmised that Jupiter 
must be a bleak and desolate spot. But from 
observations made with regard to the belt of 
clouds surrounding Jupiter, there must be in- 
ternal heat at work which compensates for 
this loss. Theory teaches us that this mighty 
planet must still retain a large portion of its 
original heat, and that it would therefore not 
be a desirable abode for livi creatures, 
From observed facts, ages must elapse before 
life on this planet can be ible. The chief 
arguments in favor of Jupiter being inhabited 
are foundeden his enormous magnitude and 
the perfection of the system which circles 
around him. It seems difficult to imagine 
that so grand an orb should have been created 


for no special sag and it is equally diffi- 
cult to conceive what purpose Jupiter can be 
said to fulfill unless he is the abode of living 
creatures. Thus we must concede either that 


this planet has been constructed to be the 

abode of hte, begat sys thousands of years 

hence, or that his function is to swaly the mo- 

tions of his satellites, which may possibly be 
;

Saturn and Its Rings. 


No one can contemplate the glorious ringed 
planet, Saturn, through a td 
quate power qithout feeling’ 
they are looking at a world 
important in the scheme of creation than the 
one in which we live. Although the amount 
ivés from the sun 
is small, this planet bemg tes ‘times farther 
away from the sun than the earth, so that life 
on Saturn would be rendered wholly unbear- 
able for such creatures as exist upon the 
earth; yet there seems no reason for suppos- 
ing that the planet may not be the dbode of 
living beings as high in the séale of creation 
as any which live upor our gidbe. 
we consider the influence o 
of Saturn we are compelled tb acknowledge 
that, despite the grandeur of Saturn, it would 
be scarcely a desirable dwell 
cording to Sir John Hersch 
Saturn must occasion an eclips 
teen years in duration, first ta 
and then to the southern hemis 
planet; meaning, doubtless, that during an 
interval of such a .length a large portion of 
either hemisphere is in shadow.| The sun is 
totally eclipsed for years togethpr in the tem- 
perate and sub-tropical zones uf Saturn, and 
in tae latitudes corresponding to that of 
Madrid total eclipse lasts for nearly seven 
years in succession. Atthe polar regions of 
the planet the sun is altogether absent for 
long intervals of time, for thé same reason 
that he is absent from the skies jof our polar 
regions during a comparatively short interval, 
May not the satellites of Saturn be abodes of 
living creatures, receiving thdir supply of 
light and heat from Saturn, as We surmised in 
the case of the miniature sun, Jupiter? 


The Arctic Planets, 


When we consider that the opter planets, 
Uranus and Neptune, are placed) at such an 
enormous distance from the sun and that they 
receive a proportionately diminished supply 
of light and heat, we must banish all idea of 
these plunets being inhabited by|mortals such 
as weare. It would seem more reasonable to 
suppose that Uranus and Neptune are suna to 
their respective systems of a bethites than to 
iinagine that those drearily circumstaneed 
planets are themselves inhabited 

Therefore, we may assume fhat Jupiter, 
Saturn, Uranus, and Nepture, which lie aut- 
side the zone of asteroids, are fistinguished 
from the planets within this belt “by being 
real miniatures of the solar system in dispens- 
ing light and heat to their depéndent orbs. 
They are not now the abodes of life, but they 
may be at some future epoch, when they have 
passed through the earlier stages of their ex- 
istence. And the problem as to ‘life in other 
worlds ”’ still remains unsolved. |Would that 
we could solve it!

An earnest and vigorous campaign [for the 
success of Repubiican principles and a thor- 
ough organization for an honest vote and a 
fair count are promised as the outcome of the 
county convention which,met in the Second

immediate purpose for which the convention 
was called was for the moment lost sight of 
in the demand for action that would thwart 
the desperate machinations of the new Chi- 
cago Tammany. secure the punishment of the 
ballot-box and registry stuffers, and the oust- 
ing of men declared elected, as the result of 
fraud, from the offices which they usurp. All 


this found expression in the speeches of those | 


who addressed the convention and more for- 
madly in the resolution subsequently adopted. 
An early convention for the nomination of 
county officers and consequently for the 
thorough reorganization of the county com- 
mittee to give those utterances effect was 
urged by the Chairman, and his advice doubt- 
less will be adopted at the proper time. 

The convention was representative of the 
best elements of the party and its proceedings 
were serious and earnest in their spirit. The 
best among the active representatives of the 
local party organization and a large number 
of business and ‘professional men who do not 
ordinarily take any partin ‘politics were se- 
lected as delegates for the State convention. 
Mr. Henry Wulff was adopted as the county’s 
candidate for State Treasurer and the delega- 
tion of 373 was directed to give him an 
earnest and energetic support, which instruc- 
tion will be largely followed.. The conven- 
tion also graciously and wisely recognized the 
claims of the women toa representation on 
the ticket and resolved to support one of the 
sex for one of the three University Trustee- 
ships which are to be filled this fall. 

On the Senatorial question also the con- 
vention adopted a judicious course, declar- 
ing it inexpedient and impolitic to name a 
candidate for Senator in the State convention, 
and instructing the Cook County men to use 
all honorable means to prevent such a nomi- 
This refers the settlement of the mat- 
ter to the Republican caucus of the General 
Assembly, where it properly belongs, and 
leaves the various ambitious candidates free 
to support the party in the fall campaign in 
their most hearty and earnest manner. The 
convention in every way justified the expecta- 
tions formed concerning it, and the Republican 
vampaign in Cook County has thus been 
auspiciously inaugurated.

THE DEMOCRATIC ANTI-APPORTIONMENT 
SUIT. . 

Not to be behind their opponents the Demo- 
crais have begun a suit to test the validity of 
the present apportionment and also of that of 
1882. ‘It is true it is begun in the name ofa 


the Democrats, who have now a friendly or 
made-up case of their own. The Republicans, 
more courteous than their adversaries, will 
not call ita ‘collusive’? one. This being a 
Democratic case the Attorney-General can 
go into it heart and soul. He can make all 
the arguments he wants to, of whatever length 
he wishes. He can deny the jurisdiction of 
the court or he can admit it as he pleases. 
The field is all his own. 

The Republicans have not the least objec- 
tion to the institution of this suit or any other 
of the same kind. The one at Springfield 
seems to have been commenced in accordance 
with law. Let it proceed. Thatand the Dan- 
ville case will probably reach the Supreme 
Court together, and will be considered by it 
together. 

Technically the apportionment of 1882 can. 
not be brought into question at this moment, 
for it has been repealed and can be revived 
only by a setting aside of the law of 1893. 
There is nothing however to prevent the Su- 
preme Court, if it makes up its mind that the 
present law 1s unconstitutional, going a step 
farther and saying that the one of 1882:is un- 
constitutional also, if it thinks the facts war- 
rant it. In that case the only vaiid apportion. 
ment would be that of 1872, till the Legisla- 
ture made a new one. . 

The Republicans are not fighting—though 
the Democrats talk as if they thought they 
were—for the apportionment of 1882. They 
are endeavoring to have the Legislature make 
a constitutional apportionment under the Fed- 
eral census of 1890. They have begun their 
suit in abundant time to enable the General 
Assembly to do that. Should the question not 
be decided till the end of June there will -be 
four months in which to make new Senatorial 
districts. The ‘shortest time in which a 
bill can be passed is six days. A session of 
two or three weeks will be ample for the 
framing and the passage of a just law. 

; The Supreme Court will take judicial cog- 
nizance of the fact that there is abundant 
time between June and November in which 
to make a new apportionment if the present 
one is declared invalid. The Supreme Court 
will assume that the Legislature will dis- 
charge the duty imposed on it by the Con- 
stitution. The Democrats say wrathfully: 
* A law passed after July 1 cannot go into 
effect until July, 1895, or too late for the 
coming election, unless it receives a 
two-thirds vote. No such vote will 
be cast for any  § gerrymander we 
may prepare, and hence this fall’s election 
will be held under some old apportionment.” ” 
The Supreme Court will not refrain from 
holding the present apportionment invalid 
simply because it will take a two-thirds vote 
to adopt a new one. It will take judicial cog- 
nizance of the fact that the Constitution pro- 
vides that in cases of emergency a bill can be 
passed by a two-thirds vote to go into effect 
atonce. If the emergency should exist the 
Supreme Court will assume that the Legis- 
lature will do its duty and pass by a two-thirds 
vote a bill redistricting the State. 

The fact cannot be stated too often that 
what the Republicans want is that the Legis- 
lature should perform its constitutional duty. 
They are not seeking to restore a twelvé-year- 


one, nor are they desirous to have the election 
held under the scheduies of the Constitution 
of 1870, as it would have to be if the present 
and preceding apportionment laws were de- 
clared unconstitutional and the Legislature

THE MACKIN CASE A PRECEDENT. 

The Election Commissioners summoned to 
appear before Judge Chetiain yesterday 
morning to show cause why they should not 
be held for contempt for refusing to show the 
grand jury certain public documents called 
ballots which are in their custody have put in 
a plea challenging his jurisdiction and will go 
before him tomorrow to aftgue that question. 
He will overrule that plea, no doubt, and will 
impose a penalty for their:contempt. Thea 
the case will go to the Supreme Court, whose 
decision will settle the matter. This peralty 
may taxe the form of fine or imprisonment 
or both. The fine should bea heavy .one (so 
that if the Supreme Court decides against the 
defendants they will smart for their defiance 
of the law. . If they appeal they must be made 
to give good security for|the payment of the 
fines so there will be no doubt of their collec- 
tion. ' 

The Commigsioners claim they have a Cali- 
fornia precedent for their refusal to give up 
the ballots. There ig a home precedent of 
much more value on the other side. That) is 
the Mackin case. In 1884 the judges of one 
of the Eighteenth Ward precincts made a 
false return of the yotes. As Federal officers 
were voted for that year.the Federal grand 
jury investigated the matter. As the ballots 
cast at that election were the best evidence of 
the correctness or falsity of the return the 
grand jury asked for them, and Judge Blod- 
gett ordered the Democratic County Clerk to 
give them up. 

Knowing that this demand would be made 
the Democrats in the Legislature sought to 
get them into the possession of the House out 
of the reach of the courts. But that game 
was blocked and the ballots were handed over 
to the grand jury. The law regarding the 
disposition of the ballots was the same then 
as now. They were to be seaied up, not to be 
opened except in case of a contest,.and to be 
destroyed at the end of six months. Never- 
theless the. County Clerk, an officer of the 
County Court, gaye them up without demur. 
He did so although at that time it was possi- 
ble owing to the numbering of the ballots to 
find out for whom a man voted. But the 
County Clerk did not prate about the ‘“ sanc- 
tity of the ballots” and did not claim the 
law required him to keep from the jury evi- 
dences of fraud. 


and it appeared that some of the Republican 
ones were forged. Mackin was sprosecuted, 
but escaped because proceedings were begun 
by information. Subsequently some of these 
bogus ballot# were handed to the State grand 
jury, and Mackin was indicted and convicted 
for perjury in swearing falsely that he did not 
order them made. 

In 1884 this theory that the ballots are sa- 
cred in order that crime may be hidden had 
not been thought out. Had it been, and had 


ableto get the ballots, Mackin never would 
have been sent to the penitentiary. It is evi- 
dent that the Democrats have learned some- 
thing from this precedent, and have decided 
that, if they can help it, ballots never shall 
be used again to send a Democratic rascal to 
prison. What other-reason is there for’ the 
refusal of the ballots now and for the secret- 
ing of them so that it will be impossible for 
the grand jury to get hold of them? 

The Commissioners will refuse to give up 
the ballots and will carry their case to the Su- 
preme Court. That will interfere somewhat 
with the 
frauds, ‘but it will result in an opinion by the 
Supreme Court which will sustain the powers 
of the grand jury; and which will declare that 
the law regarding the keeping the ballots se- 
cret does not apply to criminal proceedings. 
Then the question will be settled authori- 
tatively, and future custodians of baliots will 
not venture to refuse to surrender them when 
demanded by a grand jury-investigating elec- 
tion frauds. 


A WOMAN AS GARBAGE INSPECTOR. 

The Municipal Order League has taken an 
important step towards securing the proper 
removal of garbage from the thoroughfares 
ofthis city. It has obtained the appointment 
of Mrs. Paul as an inspector of the Bureau of 
Street and Alley Cleaning. She has received 
a star and is clothed with all the authority of 
the regular inspectors, but the city will) not 
be put to any additional expense on account 
of the appointment, as her salary will be paid 
by the league. Mrs. Paul is assigned to duty 
in the Twenty-fourth Ward, which lies be- 
tween Division street and the main channel 
of the river, the lake and Wells street. The 
district affords ample opportunity for real 
work of the kind she has undertakey, 

Mrs. Paul has taken hold with a determina- 
tion to earn her pay, which the average “male 
inspector does not. She has a sharp eye and 
a sufficientiy keen scent for the detection of 
nuisances. She has no friends at the City 
Hall to be looked after, no saloon acquaint- 
ance on the district or off it to distract her 
attention or absorb hertime. She will not 
‘““divvy’”’ with contractors and then close her 
eyes to the gross non-performance of duty for 
which they draw pay from) the City Treasury. 
She has no innate indifference to filth, as 
a result of which not a few men do 
not care much whether it is present or absent 
from the alleys and streets. In a word, she 
has~ none of the reasons for neglect of duty 
which make the ordinary inspector of no 
more value to the community than a wooden 
Indian would be in the place. And especially 
she will not be interested in shielding the 
scavengers from blaine whenever it is known 
that they allow the alleys to remain in a filthy 
condition with overflowing garbage boxes and 
the soil reeking with saturated filth for days 
and weeks in succession, while they loaf away 
their time in saloons or draw pay for the use 
of their teams at other work than that of the 
department. . 

It is fair to. presume that by the time Mrs. 
Paul has been at her new work a week it will 
be found she 1s doing as much, if-not more 
real work, than all the other garbage in- 
spectors put together. She will. report 
from day to day to the Superintendent, 
as other inspectors are required, to 
do, but unlike them she will | have 
something to say or write. She will state the 
positions of areas that urgently need. to be 
cleaned, beginning with those that appear to 
be the Wofst, as a consequence of long con- 
tinued neglect. On subsequent days she will 
report. whether these have been Visited by the 
scavengers or not and will add new cases to 
the list ofareas needing attention. She will 
keep track of the places previously reported 
on and net fail to let the department know if 
those reports have been heeded by the scav- 
enger or his subordinates. It will not be her 
fault if the district placed under her official

they are paid for. The watching and report- 
ing of what is actually done by the scavenger 
force all over the city will be found to be im- 
perative. The men who allow the alleys to be 
thickly strewn with festering and putrefying 
garbage for weeks at a time will be shown up, 
and they should be forced to mend their ways 
or get out. The whole city ought to be made 
reasonably clean, and the Municipal Order 
League will be entitled to much of the credit 
for having brought about such a highly desir- 
able reform. 


THE COLLEGE PREPARATORY COURSE. 
The new course of study suggested by the 


Chicago Board of Education as the college 


preparatory ’’ commends itself by some ex- 
cellent features, It provides for work in ele- 
mentary science and the introduction of Latin 
at an earlier age than before, thus transfer- 
ring some of the high school ‘work to the 
lower grades. Perhaps the most enlightened 
feature of the report is the prominence given 
to English throughout the course. The study 
of English, as literature, is a comparatively 
new adventure in the courses of secondary 
schools. It has hgen assumed, apparently, 
that a love of books and a knowledge of the 
masterpieces of our mother tongue could be 
postponed ‘until the college or the university, 
and that the literary sensé could be trusted 
to take care of itself until later in life. No 
idea could be more mistaken. In general, a 
person whose mind at 18 is not awake to the 
béauties in Shakspeare, and Addison, and 
Cariyle will never awaken; therefore the 
schools have few more important duties than 
the stimulation of enthusiasm for ‘‘the best 
that has been thought and said in the world,” 

Moreover, it is encouraging to note also 
that new ideais begin to prevail among teach- 
ers as to their methods in teaching English. 
Formerly, so far as it had any place, it was 
mainly as a pretext for lessons in grammar, 
or philology, or composition. The young lady 
who was found cramming for a Shakspeare 
examination with the pages of text fastened 
down with a rubber band, in order that they 
should not interfere with her attention to the 
notes, is a good example of the results of the 
old process. 

The conception of ‘literature as the expres- 
sion of art or genius, as being charged with a 
message which it is for us to master and as- 
similate, was very slow in making its way 
into the schools. It is gratifying that the new 
course recognizes its value, and it is to be 
hoped the teachers will be adequate to the 
high mission of arousing the young mind to 
such a perception and love of the best in liter- 
ature that it shal! forever after have no taste 
for anything less than the best. It 
is another step forward in the world of ed- 
ucation, which has already passed through 
many phases in the last quarter of a century. 
Twenty years ago there was a powerful re- 
action against the traditions of an exclusive 
classical education. Physical science and 
modern languages, revolting against their 
former subordination in educational curric- 
ulums, demanded their share. Science, it was 
urged, deals with certainties; it brings facts 
and renounces guesswork ;j it lays down rules 
that are of iminense importance to the indi- 
vidual and to the race at large: it explains the 
laws and forces amid which we live every day, 
and is indeed our only exact knowledge. 

It has remained for our present pody of 
educators to rise to the enlightened concep- 
tion that their task is to. develop the whole 
man and fit him for the work of life in a 
broader sense than the mere utilitarian one 
of training him for the special calling by 
which he is to earn money, though this also is 
of prime importance. Thus they offer studies 
that tend to stir dormant faculties into life, 
to quicken the mental powers ard furnish 
them a clew to the relative values of things 
past and present, and they recognize that for 
such purposes the study of literature, espe- 
icially the literature of our own tongue, must 
fever holda chief place. In literature, the 
‘master minds of each generation have ex- 


Spressed the truths of life that they themselves 


felt and knew. The great books belong to all 
time, because their authors embodied not 
merely the transient thoughts and feelings of 
itheir own day but their conception and grasp 
‘of universal life. Hence they have a message 
for alltime; and hence, too, theyyare the 
studies eminently fitted to awdken the forces 
hidden away in the mind and to arouse the 
sensibility which is worth so much more than 
emere acquisition.

It is just as lively, wicked, virtuous, pictur- 
esque, and hustling this year as it was last. 
In the great whirl of theSworld’s gayeties, as 
reported in Taz Trrsune’s symposium, Chi- 
cago still keeps its place as the center of the 
movement, 


THE CHICAGO ORCHESTRA. 

It isa matter of general gratification that 
the official program of the Chicago Orchestral 
Association announces the fourth season of 
the orchestra will commence next October 
under. the direction of Mr. Theodore Thomas. 
The three seasons under the original guaranty 
plan expired last evening with a concert that 
taxed the generous resources of the Audi- 
torium to accommodate the crowd in attend- 
ance. It is not a secret that there has been 
some doubt of late whether a fourth season 
would be practical. There were many obsta- 
cles and some discouragements, but the obsta- 
cles have been overcome and the discour- 
agements have disappeared. In laying out 
the scheme for a fourth season some difficulty 
was encountered in New York, owing to the 
insatiate prejudice of that city toward this. 
This difficulty also has been removed and has 
been settled in such a manner that the or- 
chestra will be heard there and in other East- 
ern cities at such times ag will not conflict 
with Chicago’s reguler season, and as the Chi- 
cago Orchestra. As this will.be the first tinge 
a Chicago orchestra ever has invaded the East 
the event will be a notewofthy one, 

It is also pleasant to note that in making 
their arrangements for the fourth season the 
directors decided not .to rely upon the 
guaranty plan exclusively but to appeal 
directly to the people also. That appeal has 
been generously met, which shows the popular 
hold the orchestra has attained. Even had it 
not. been Chicago pride would have come to 
the rescue, for wealthy citizens were ready to 
stand back of this splendid organization and 
sustain it., The outcome is a deserved tribute 
to the rank and file of the orchestra which has 
no peer in the United States and to its in- 
comparable conductor, Mr, Theodore Thomas, 
who in the face of obstacles which would have 
daunted any weaker man has maintained his 
standards and during the three years has 
brought his players to a pitch of perfection 
not before known in this country, and as we 
believe unsurpassed in Europe. During the 
coming summer it is not unlikely he will still 
further strengthen it so that during the fourth 
season its playing will be still more perfect. 
It has already reached “such a degree 
of perfection that he need not fear 
ta invade Philadeiphia, New York, and 
Boston with his musical army. Hitherto 
Chicago has received. Eastern orchestras in 
the most generous manner. For the first time 
those cities will receive an orchestra from 
Chicago, which shows that exports from this 
city are not all of the material kind, We have 
something to send them of an artistic quality 
which will surprise them, We shall have 
more as the years go on, 

It is also a matter for congratulation that 
with the growth and strengthening of this 
orchestra there has been a corresponding 
growth of popular taste and sympathy. Year 
by ‘year the audiences have increased in num- 
ber and the largest audiences have attended 
upon the occasion of the best programs 
from the artistic point of view. It has cost 
some money, but the outcome has warranted 
the outgo. It will cost less the fourth season 
than it did the third. In time the finances 
will regulate themselves. There is every rea- 
son to believe now that at the close of the 
fourth season the Chicago Orchestra will be 
made a permanent feature of this city as the 
Boston Orchestra is of the Hub or the —Phil- 
harmonic of New York. 


Tue news that Maj. John N. Powell has re- 
signed the directorship of the United States 
Geological Survey will be received with gen- 
eral regret, For more than a quarter of a 
century Maj. Powell has been identified with 
scientific explorations in this country and 
during that time he has scored many brilliant 
successes. If he had accomplished nothing 
else, his exploration of the Colorado River 
and his development of the scheme for re- 
claiming arid lands by irrigation would have 
been sufficient to give him national fame. It 
is a sorrowful feature of his resignation that it 
is caused not by any decadence of his scien- 
tific ability but by a wound received in the 
war which has already caused three amputa- 
tions of his arm and now necessitates a fourth. 
It is to be hoped that the operation will not 
be serious and that he may long live to enjoy 


and to continue his scientific studies. As an 
Illinoisan this State is proud of his accom- 
plishments and asa sympathizer with this city 
and a frequent and lavish contributor to its 
institutions Chicago takes a special interest 
in the veteran director. The only compensa- 
tion in his retirement is the fact that his place 
will be filled by Prof. Walcott, chief geolo- 
gist of the survey, and one of the faculty of 
our university.

For the cheapest pencils pine is used, for 
the common grades an ordinary quality of 
red cedar, and for all standard grades the 
Florida Keys cedar. This latter wood is both 
soft and. close grained and is considered so 
superior for the purpose that even the Euro- 
pean manufacturers are obliged to ship it 
from Florida. In the miils at Tampa the 
wood is shaped into pieces seven inches long, 
three and ohe-half inches wide. and three-six- 
teenths of an inch thick. Each stripis wide 
enough to make the halves of six pencils and 
in this shape, trimmed of all superfluous 
wood to avoid freight charges, they are sent 
to the main factory, where they are fed into a 
machine which cuts six grooves for the leads 
and at the same time smcothes the face of the 
wood, 

Filling the leads, as it is called, is done by 
ak sitfing at brass covered tables. The 

rst takes a grooved slip with the left 
hand and a bunch of leads with the right and 
spreading them out in her fingers like the 
sticks of afan dexterously lays them in the 
grooves and passes the fiiled slips to the gir! 
at the left, who puts over it another slip which 
bas just received a coat of glue from a brush 
wielded’ by a third. In an incredibly short 
time a stock of filled slips have been glued 
together And are ready for the press, where 
they remain until thoroughly dry. On re- 
moving from the press the rough ends and 
projecting leads are ground smooth by piac- 
ing them against a wheel covered with sand- 
paper, and they are then ready for the most 
interesting and characteristic process of all— 
that of separating and shaping. 


THE RAILROAD. 

The foreign makers formerly persisted in 
making each pencil separate and at one time 
did all the shaping by hand, after which the 
work was smoothed by sandpaper. This may 
havé been a quick enough process in early 
days. but something more rapid had to be de- 
vi to provide the Americans with the 
enormous quantities of pencils used every 


day. . 

The slips, which are six pencils in one piece, 
are fed one by one under a revolving cutter. 
which shapes them onone side by cutting 
away the superfluous wood. Asthey come 
out they are automatically turned over and 
passed under a second cutter, which does the 
sume work onthe other side. The little re- 
volving knives make a succession of little 
gouges in the wood. but following one an- 
other so closely that they .leave the surface 
not only true butso smooth that. the finest 
sandpaper would deface it, and as they fall 
into the basket six abreast they are finished 
pencils in point of utility and are ready to be 
sharpened. . 

How They Are Counted. 

Before they leave this room and several 
times afterward they are counted by means 
of the counting board.

Joseph Dixon, the father of the graphite in- 
dustry in America, made his first pencils in 
1830 in the ancient town of Salem. They 
were finished by hand, and one of his first 
dozen is still preserved by his successors. 
They are gritty in the lead, unevenly shaped. 
and the letter *“a’’ in the word Salem has 
been omitted through a typographical error. 
He tried to dispose of them in n, but 
in that

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“TRE GREEN BAY TREE” PORTRAYS 
* PAST LIFE AT UNIVERSITIES 


Its Heroes Are Undergraduates and Their 
Escapades Afe Its Incidents—All About 
Gambling and Drinking and Cards, but 
Nothing About the Things Men Are 
Popularly Supposed to Go to College 
For=—Its Publishers Predict Popularity 
for It and They May Be Justified. 

New York, May, 10,—[Special Correspond- 
ence. }|—There havé been so many unexpected 
successes among gecently published novels 
that the publishers are now predicting success 
in advance for certain stories which they 
think have in turn the elements that made 
their predecessors succeed. ‘ Modernity” is 
the cry of the latter-day novelist, and the story 
that is the most “up to date” is the one that 
attracts readers. The success of ‘ Dodo’ 
was its “ up-to-dateness,” together with the 
suspected likeness of its heroine to a young 
woman in London society. 

A novel is about to be published in London 
by Hutchinson & Co. and in New York by d. 
Selwin Tait & Sons, for which both houses are 
anticipating a success. It is calied ‘The 
Green Bay Tree, a Tale of Today,” and is the 
work of two authors, W. H. Wilkins and Her- 
bert Vivian. Ihaveread the advance sheets 
of the book and I can see why the publishers 
feel as they do about it. It is a most unpleas- 
ant story because the characters in it are so 
entirely wicked and worldly. As for the hero 
he is the ‘most unnecessarily vicious young 
man that Ihave ever met in fiction or out. 
Usually when a man sets himself to work to 
ruin every one he can lay his hands upon it is 
forsome motive—am bition, greed, or revenge, 
but Walpole Coryton apparently hai no 
motive and was impelled by ‘ pure cussed- 
ness” alone. What is going to make the suc. 
cess of ** The Green Bay Tree’’ is its very 
realistic and minute description of fast life 
among the schooiboys of Harrow and the un- 
dergraduates of Cambridge and the apparent 
portraits in the latter. I do not know enough 
of Harrow or Cambridge to say how true the 
descriptions are, but I should think that the 
authors would be afraid oi getting themselves 
into trouble if they were drawing upon their 
imagination. Even if they have stuck to che 
letter of* the truth I should not envy them 
the sensation that they will arouse in the 
hearts of headmasters and dons. 

Son of a Self-Made Man. 


Walpole Coryton is the son of a self-made 
man. of some political importance, but with an 
unsavory reputation. The only legacy he left 
his son was his dying admonition: ‘* Remem- 
ber always that your best friend is yourself. 
Walpole Coryton never forgot these words. 
They were the keynote of his career. A dis- 
tant relative lett him £4,000, so he decided 
to go to Cambridge and fit himself for a po- 
litical career. He knew that he had his way 
to make in the world, and he was mindful! 
of his father’s dying words. Perhaps the 
authors of this story intend it asa study in 
heredity. for they say: ; 

Walpole‘ Coryton was just what his inherited 
instincts and the circumstances of his life had 
made him, nothing more and nothing lest. There 
is anamiabie idea prevalent among some people 
that we come into the worid like a sheet of white 
paper and that all the ugly biots and smudges 
and smears which appear upon the surface there- 
after are of our own making. But is itsos 4s 
not the paper often so smeared and 
warped in the making that it takes a 
tife’s work to clean and smooth it—if in- 
deed the marks be not rather accentuated 
and deepened? We partake of the texture of the 
clay in which we are molded, and we have to 
fight—if we fight at all—-not only against our- 
selves, but against the inherited vices and pred- 
ilections of those who gave us life. Just as the 
crippie, the consumptive, theidiot, the diseased 
of all kinds are handicapped in body from their 
birth by circumstances over which they have no 
control, so are many weighted down in mind and 
hampered in soul by hereditary tendencies, 
against which they often struggie in vain. 

Gambles and Drinks as a Ld. 

As a lad at Harrow he wasa gambicr anda 
drinker—never a drunkard, for he wanted to 
have his wits about him always. Gambling 
was his favorite pursuit, with cards or horses, 
it didn’t matter which. Coryton’s most in- 
timate friends at Harrow were Lord Pimlico 
Wilfrid Tyrconnei, familiarly 
known as **The Pigeon.’’ The three were 
aleo at Cambridge together, where they lived 
ata livelier pace than they did at Harrow. 
Here is a description of a dinner of the 
‘* Yellowhammers’’: 

The Yellowhammers was a dining club at Mag- 
dalene, one of the many dining clubs of the little 
college down by the riverside, whose tutelary 
deities are Bacchus and Diana. But the Yellow- 
hammers was the most select of all the Magda- 
lene clubs; so select, in fact, that its numbers 
were once reduced to two and never exceeded 
six.

AUSTIN’S ACTIVE ECONOMIC CIRCLE, 


It Will Close Its First Season’s Work with 
a Public Meeting May 22. 

The Austin Economic Circle will close its 
first seagon’s work the evening of May 22 
with a public meeting in Library Hall, Aus- 
tin, to which the members extend an invita- 
tion to all who are intérested in political 
economy and are desirous of encouraging the 
study of social science among others, Prof. 
Edward W. Bemis of the University of Chi- 
cago will deliver a lecture on ** Social Science 
—its Relation to Social, Political, and Indus- 
trial Progress.’ The circle was organized last 
February through the efforts, chiefly, of 
Henry W, McFarlane, Chairman of the Man- 
aging committee, The other members of the 
committee are: Prof, Newell D. Gilbert, 
Superintendent of the Austin public schools; 
James W, Wilson, editor of the Farm, Field, 
and Fireside; Anna I. Davis, principal of the 
Ohio Street School; and Eilen Eastman, a 
teacher inthe Austin High School. The only 
officer of the circle is the Secretary-Treasurer, 
Miss Katherine L. Barber, a_ teacher 
in the Qhio Street School. The circle 
now numbers upwards of 100 membefs. 
The topics which were formally discussed 
were: The Cause of the Prevailing, Indus- 
trial Depression; Economic Science and 
Methods of Studying It; Overproduction the 
Cause of Financial Panies; The New Political 
Economy ; The Origin and Ethics of Property 
Rights; An Epitomeof the Labor Problem; 
Proportional Representation ; The Problem of 
Charity; ASymposium on Equal Suffrage; 
and Social Ideals. At the last meeting of 
the circle a committee of nine, consisting of 
the Managing committee and four others, 
was appointed to arrange a _ course of 
popular lectures to be given next 
fail and winter in Library’ Hall. 
The idea is to have lectures only of a politico- 
economic character, and to have them deliv- 
ered by the best talent obtainable. The tick- 
ets will be sold at popular prices and the pro- 
ceeds are to be used to establish and maintain 
in Austin an Economic Public Library and 
Reading-Room.

His name wae 
“dward Jenner and he was the son. of 
the rector of Rockhampton. When he

‘| the close of the century he was engaged in in- 


vestigations ending in a discovery which hag 
proved one of the most ‘beneficent the cent- 
uries have been blessed with, and whose re- 
sults will be felt as long as there exist human 
beings to be grateful. Until his day there had 
stalked abrogd unfettered a monster of hide- 
ous disease, to be attacked by which meant 
horrible disfigurement and maiming; when 
it dia not mean death. No one was secure 
from it; there seemed no defense against its 
apprvach. All diseases mean suffering, many 
may mean broken health, but this meant 
more. It meant that the sufferer, rising from 
his bed of misery, found himself a creature 
set apurt from his fellows, as it were, by 
hideous scarring, which was often almost de- 
struction of features and its ‘mildest was a 
cruel and repulsive thing: We who live today 
can know nothing of its horrors because we 
have escaped them. We cannot realize what 
it must have been to live from day to day 
knowing it possible that at any hour we our- 
selves, or those we loved the best, might be 
stricken down, only to rise again marred, 
tragic, hideous. The thing was so terrible 
that it became a feature in literature, and 
history itself records its powers. Of a beau- 
tiful woman, famous in an English court 
famed for its beauties, we read: ‘“ She 
was attacked by smallpox, and the ravages of 
that cruel disease so impaired her matchless 
beauty that she was scarcely to be recognized. 
One of her brilliant eyes was nearly quenched 
forever.” This wae the tragic fate of a frivo- 
lous woman, but there were many others; 
men and women who were not beauties, per- 
haps, and not frivolous, but who were 
beautiful to those who loved them, 
and whom the ravages of that cruel 
disease left scarcely to be recognized. 
Since Edward Jenner’s . discovery of 
vaccination one rarely if ever sees a face real- 
ly marred by smallpox, and it was the boy 
who learned his lessons in the schoolroom at 
Watton-under-Edge, in Gloucestershire, whose 
earnest labor and investigation ended by con- 
quering the horrors of this seemingly uncon- 
querabie thing, and his name, I say, is one to 
be. written in jewels upon the walls of the 
palaces of all centuriesto come. The man 
who addsa happiness to life isa king; the 
man who removes an anguish is a god.

This is but speaking of the outcome of the 
lives of only three human beings, each sep- 
arated from the other by both time and 
space; but one can turn to no history, ency- 
clopedia, or volume of biographical sketches 
without being forced to acknowledge the en- 
ormous. force for good or Abe one single life 
may represent, and also without being struck 
with the truth that surrounding circumstances 
often seem to have little to do with the way in 
which that force is used and the measure in 
which it is developed. 

Another Kind of Youth. 

Im-the- seventeenth century there was born 

in Engiand a boy who was the son of a King. 
He was heir to the throne. His name was 
Charles Stuart. One can scarcely picture to 
oneself’ a. more brilliant future or greater 
possibilities than might have lain in his 
young hands. In the days when he probably 
played under the oaks in the park of Hamp- 
ton Court Palace he must have been 
rather attractive boy. When he 
grew older he was witty,  grace- 
ful, and accomplished, and had the great fas- 
cination of a brilfiantly .gay spirit. The fact 
that his father, Charles I., lost his kmgdom 
and his head through the indignation of his 
people, evidentiy made no serious impression 
upon him. The years during which he lived 
in exile, which intervened between his father’s 
downfall and his own restoration to _ the 
throne; he spent in careless dissolute trifling. 
He was young enough to have had a _ tender 
heart and a sensitive mind, but he does not 
seem to have remembered the _ trage- 
dies of Agony and death his 
nearest and dearest had passed through, or to 
have given thought to nay ining but his own 
depraved amusements. is crown, his pow- 
er, his country were. restored to him and he 
returned to them, apparently regarding them 
only asa means to enlarge his powerto be 
vicious. He was .gs0d-humored and fas- 
cinati and surrounded himself with 
a brilliant court; but to  belon to 
it was a dishonor, to be favor by 
him was a disgrace. When England heard of 
a man or woman elevated by him to rank it 
said: **Whatinfamy has he or she com- 
mitted?’ It occurred to no one that Charles 
ll. would reward honor and high-mindedness. 
One of his brilliant courtiers wrote a witty 
mock epitaph for him which pictures his 
royal character well. It was this: 

Here lies our sovereign lord—the King, 

Whose.word no man relies on, 

He never said a foolish thing 

And never did a wise one. 

That he was clever and ya | enough 
to have been called the ‘* Merry Monarch ”’ 
adds to his responsibility and blame. Wit and 
personal charm and a bright spirit are among 
the powers most powerful and the easiest to 
use as an influence upon all who come within 
their reach. Charles Stuart used his only for 
Charies Stuart’s hght, vicious amusement, 
and in doing so furnished a chamber in his 
century’s palace which today—nearly 300 
years later—is looked back upon as @ vile 
thing. Gay colors adorned it, beautiful faces 
glowed on its walls, rich brocades draped it; 
but they were all marred, stained, unsavory, 

d unclean. 
oThe int to be remembered, however, is 
that in those early days when, as a child, he 
strolled upon the terraces at Hampton Court 
or watched the boats and swan upon the 
Thames, he was as bright and harmless as 
any boy at his books today. The room in the 
palace was empty then; a great, splendid, 
royal room waiting for him to furnish it. If, 
in standing on the river bank, on the thick, 
soft, green grass, some summer evening, he 
could have seen pass before himin the sun- 
set-tinted water the reflected picture of 
ali his manhood would be_ responsible 
for arid could have understood its epeaniing, 
he would have pobey oapchery bac re am 
ror and agony of soul; but that was no 
sible. That is the tragedy of it. At the be- 
ginning youth. cannot know, at the end age 
cannot undo. But every human creature 
holds in his hand the white tablet of toduy, 
and only he can write fair characters upon it, 
or disfigure it with hideous lines which will 
mar forever the book of his life.

In thinking of this thing my mind turns 
tenderly to memory of one of the makers 
of the twentieth century whose life ended 
so early that ere those who might for- 
get that the brief days of it were numbers 
in the sum of eternity. He was the son of a

The makers of the nineteenth century have 
filled their palace with great work. The most 
pessimistic among us cannot deny that, on 
reflecting without prejudice and caimly. 

re has no other century so full of 
earnest effort, so far humane, so far reason- 
ing and reasonable, 

Great books have been written, great dis- 
coveries mad¢; marvels of invention g yen to 

world, noble humanitarian schemes per- 
fected. It has been a century which has 
been ina large measure kind. and wise, as 
weli as scientitic and brilliant. There have, 
without doubt, been makers who have trified, 
makers who have shirked, 
who have been - lost’ in 
ness and greed, but the nobler makers 
have ruled. Many of the palace chambers 
have been beautiful, many have been wonder- 
ful; and there are lights in ite windows which 
shine far into the darkness of the future which 
is nearing the dawn of the new day. Then let 
the young makers of the}century to come 
stand upon the threshold of their palace with 
reverent, plomns souls, clear eyes, strong 
hands, and watm and generous hearts. The 
stately chambers are so vast—vast enough for 
the greatest work, lofty enough for the high- 
est, noblest ambitione; and yet there is no 
pure and kindly deed too small and simple to 
miake more beautiful the splendid, waiting 
spaces, Frances Hopeson Burnett.

The trouble last year was caused chiefly 

through the ambition of Beranger and the 

misguided energy of Lozé, the Perfect of 

Paris police. Beranger, who wished to make 

a name for himself, had heard that the déc. 

oliétage at these artists’ bails was frequent- 

ly much more extensive than the regulation 

low neck and short sleeves which is de rigueur 

at the receptions of M. Carnot, conceived the 

brilliant idea of sending some of his friends 

to secure information which might serve ag a 
basis for an investigation.

The manifestations of the students, 
the arbitrary action of the police in attempt- 
ing to arrest students in the Café d’Arcourt 
after the manifestation was over, the killing 
of an innocent onlooker who was neither 
an art student nor a manifestant, and 
the riots which followed, are a matter 
of history. Beranger found that he had
